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CHAPTER I 


FELLOWSHPS, SCHOLARSHIPS, STUDENTSHIPS, 

PRIZES, MEDALS, Etc. 

PRELIMINARY 

1. No candidate shall be eligible for any non-sectional Fellowship, Prize 
Medal or other award, who presents himself for the examination to which the 
award relates more than two years after the expiry of the minimum period pre- 
scribed by the regulations governing that examination. The computation of the 
period for the purpose of this regulation shall begin from the date of the passing 
of the preceding lower examination which qualifies the candidate to enter on the 
course for the higher examination ; provided however that where there are alterna- 
tive qualifications laid down in the Ordinances governing admission to a particular 
examination, the computation of the period shall begin from the date on which the 
candidate concerned qualified himself to enter upon the course for the exami- 
nation. 

Nothing in this regulation shall apply to examinations by research. 

2. All Prizes not claimed within 12 months from the date of publication of 
the award shall lapse to the University. 

3. All Scholarships not claimed within 12 months from the date of their 
becoming due shall lapse to their respective Funds. 

4. The value of the Scholarships, Medals, Fellowships, Lectureships and 
Prizes is liable to diminution on the repayment or conversion or other alteration in 
the conditions of the loan, and may be increased when the capital sum is increased 
by lapses or otherwise. 

5. In the following Regulations the expression “ date of graduation ” is to 
be understood the date of a candidate’s first receiving any Degree. 

6. These Regulations shall be subject to such alteration, addition, or 
amendment as may be deemed necessary, and as may be consistent with and 
such as to carry out the objects of the Endowments. 


FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSIDPS FOR PROSECUTING 
STUDIES IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 

The Mangaldas Nathubhoy Travelling Fellowship 

1. “The Mangaldas Nathubhoy Travelling Fellowship” shall be open 
to all Graduates of the University of Bombay being Hindus who shall not be of 
more than five years’ standing from the dale of their graduation. By the term 
“ date of graduation ” is meant the date of a candidate’s first receiving any Univer- 
sity degree. 

2. Candidates for the Fellowship must forward an application to the Registrar 
in the prescribed form on or before such date as may be appointed by the Syndi- 
cate. Candidates are required to forward with their applications certificates of 
their physical capacity to undergo the course of life and study which they propose 
to follow, signed or countersigned by a Presidency or Civil Surgeon. 

3. The election shall take place without examination by the votes of the 
Syndicate, the Vice-Chancellor or Senior Fellow present having a casting vote. 

4. Whenever there is a vacancy in the Fellowship, a convenient day for 
holding an election shall be appointed by the Syndicate. 

5. The Mangaldas Nathubhoy Fellowship shall be tenable by any one 
Fellow for a space of three years. The conditions of tenure are that the fellow 
must leave Bombay and proceed to Europe within a reasonable period after his 
election, that he shall spend the whole of the three years subsequent to the date 
of his leaving India for Europe, out of India and six months, at least out of each 
year in Great Britain or Ireland, and that he shall report twice a year to the 
University' Registrar as to the mode in which his time has been spent.* 

6. Any violation of the above conditions shall ipso facto cause the 
Fellowship to be vacated, and the Syndicate shall be empowered, for any 
just cause, to recall and deprive of his Fellow'ship any one who may have been 
elected. 


•The report to be submitted every six months. With each report should be submitted 
a certificate in the subjoined form, with printed copies of which the Fellow will be sup- 
plied when leaving India : — 


" I certify that c has been studying 

in the for the last six months and 

has passed the Examination or has 


been regular and diligent in study. I further certify that he is making real progress 
in study and is fit to receive further stipends of the Fellowship,” 

The certificate should cover the period of six months preceding the date of its issue. 
It the Fellow has not been attending any course of lectures during such period or any 
part thereof, he should furnish a certificate showing how and where he has spent his time 
otherwise than in attending lectures. Such certificates will be accepted if signed by a 
CIcrgjTOan. Magistrate or Justice of the Peace. 
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7. The Mangaldas Nathubhoy Travelling Fellow shall receive through 
the University Registrar, in half-yearly instalments payable in advance, from 
the day of his leaving India, the stipend of the value of interest due on the 
endowment together wth the interest on the additions to the Corpus, if any, 
made to it from time to time on account of vacancies or any cause whatsoever. 

8. Any surplus ^vhich may arise from the vacancy of the fellowship 
during any year or part of a year from any cause whatsoever shall be added 
to the Corpus of the endowment. 


The Sir Mangaldas Nathubhai Scholarships 

1. Out of the income of the Sir Mangaldas Nathubhai Scholarship Fund 
invested in 3% Conversion Loan 1946 and 3% Govt. Loan 1966-68, seven 
Scholarships, to be called “ The Sir Mangaldas Nathubhai Schouirships, " 
shall be awarded by the S 3 mdicate at the rate of tivo every year and an addi- 
tional one every third year or in accordance with any other arrangement that 
may appear most suitable to the Syndicate. 

2. Each Scholarship shall be of the annual value* of the one seventh 
amount or there about of the interest of the said invested Fund, subject to 
the five per cent deduction to be mentioned below. 

3. The Scholarship shall be open to competition by all Hindu Graduates 
of the Bombay University, and shall be tenable for not less than three years. 
An extension of the period of tenure may be granted at the discretion of the 
Syndicate, provided the whole period does not exceed five years, and if any 
extension be so granted, the Syndicate may vary, as they deem necessary^ the 
provisions of Regulation (1) so far as the same regulates the periodical award 
of the Scholarships. 

4. Whenever the scholarships are to be awarded, a notification shall be 
published in the Maharashtra Government Gazette inviting applications for 
the scholarships, and mentioning the last date up to which applications will 
be received. 

5. Candidates for the Scholarships must forward their applications to 
the Registrar in the prescribed form as required by the Syndicate. Candidates 
are required to forward with their application, certificates of their physical 
capacity to undergo the course of life and study which they propose to follow, 
signed by a Registered Medical Practitioner of at least ten years’ standing. 

6. The Syndicate shall consider the applications received by them and 
shall decide the award of the Scholarships. The decision of the Syndicate 
shall be final. 


The present net annual value of each Scholarship is Rs. 2,000/-. 
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7. The Scholarships shall be payable half-yearly in advance. The tenure 
of the Scholarships shall begin from the first day of the financial year to which 
the Scholarships relate or from the date of the Scholar’s leaving India, which- 
ever is later. 

8. The conditions of tenure are: — 

That the Scholars, unless they are already in England, must leave Bombay 
and proceed to England within the first half of the relevant financial year to 
join the institution or the service of an authority approved by the Syndicate 
in the subject they intend to study, and reside there for the purpose of 
receiving technical education. The Syndicate may, however, for good and suffi- 
cient reason, extend the above period. Scholars shall report twice a year to the 
Syndicate as to the mode in which their time has been spent.** 

9. Any violation of the above conditions shall ipso facto cause the Scholar- 
ship to be forfeited, and the Syndicate shall be empowered, for any just cause, 
to recall and deprive of his Scholarship any one who may have been elected. 

10. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent, to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

11. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Scholarships 
during any portion of the period of their tenure shall be applied by the Syndicate 
in such manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the object and pur- 
poses of the Endowment. 

12. The Senate shall have the power, whenever it may think fit but subject 
to the directions contained in the order of the High Court, dated the 23rd day of 
January, 1899, in suits Nos. 444 of 1881 and 114 of 1885, to modify or alter 
the above regulations.

General Regulations 


1. The interest accruing from this Endowment shall, subject to a deduction 
of five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University, be utilised by the 
Syndicate for the purpose of awarding scholarships by way of advances to suitable 
Mahomedan students of the State of Maharashtra in the proportion of one scholar- 
ship in the name of Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim and two in the name of Bai Khanoo- 
bai Noormahomed Jairazbhoy Peerbhoy for prosecuting higher studies in Europe. 
America, Japan, or other foreign countries for Mfedicinc, Philology, Ancient 
History, Economics, Arabic, Architecture, Town-planning and technological and 
industrial subjects, as well as the Superior Services. By technological and indus- 
trial subjects are meant the subjects included in the following list and any other 
subjects that may be added to the list by tlie Syndicate: —

2. The Syndicate will from time to time fix suitable terms and conditions 
for the tenure of the scholarships, the amount of stipends payable and the 
manner in which they shall be paid, periodical reports by the scholars, quali- 
fications necessary in the case of candidates applying for the scholarships and 
also, if necessary, tests for health, capacity and special aptitude. 


3. ITie amounts paid by ^vay of scholarship to each scholar will be in the 
form of an advance to the scholar repayable with interest or without interest, 
as the Syndicate, may in each particular case determine, in instalments or on 
such other terms as to the repayment thereof out of the salary or income of 
the scholar after the completion of his studies as the Syndicate may direct. The 
Syndicate will also have power, in very exceptional cases from time to time, 
to remit the repayment of the whole or part of such advance as the circum- 
stances of the case may require. In the absence of an agreement to the contrary, 
the advance shall be repaid by the scholar on the basis mentioned below after 
he has begun to earn an income. 
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4. The amount which may be recovered from these scholars shall be in- 
vested in Government securities and added to this Fund and the income thereof 
applied for the same objects and purposes as the original Fund. 

5. The repayment will be secured in such manner as the Syndicate may 
direct from time to time; and as the condition of the grant of such a scholar- 
ship, the scholar shall effect an insurance of his life for the total amount of 
advance to be made and endorse such policy to the University by way of 
security before his departure from India after the grant of the scholarship and 
maintain effective the policy* of insurance till the whole advance is repaid. The 
Scholar shall produce a surety approved by the Syndicate who shall guarantee 
the regular payment of the premia on the policy until the entire amount of the 
loan with interest is repaid by the scholar or is duly discharged by the Syndicate. 

6. Before granting the scholarships or any of them, the Syndicate will 
consult Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim for the time being and Sir Fazulbhoy 
Currimbhoy during his life, and after the death of the latter, the eldest living 
member of his family, but after such consultation the Syndicate shall have 
absolute power and discretion to award the scholarships to such persons and 
on such terms as they may consider fit, subject to these rules. 

7. The annual mcome of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may accrue in connection with this endowment 
from any cause whatsoever shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner 
as they may deem best fitted for furthering its objects and purposes, viz. the 
encouragement of higher study in foreign countries among Mahomedan students 
belonging to the State of Maharashtra. 

9. Any question in connection with this endowment not covered by the 
foregoing regulations shall be decided by the Syndicate and such decision shall be 
final and conclusive. 

10. These regulations shall be subject to ^uch addition, alteration or amend- 
ment as the Senate may from time to time deem necessary and as may be con- 
sistent with, and such as to carry out, the objects and purposes of the Endow- 
ment as specified above 


RULES MADE BY THE SYNDICATE 
UNDER REGULATION 2. 

1. The competiUon for the Scholarships shall be open only to Muslim 
graduates of tlje University of Bombay of not more than seven years’ standing 
from the date of graduation who are domiciled in the State of Maharashtra. By 
the term^ date of graduation ” is meant the date of a candidate’s first passing 
exuminatioii entitling him to receive a degree 

•The premium on the policy must be paid by the scholar 



2. Candidates for the Scholarships are required to submit with their appli- 
cations a certificate testifying to their physical capacity to undergo the course 
of study selected by them in a foreign country, signed by a registered medical 
practitioner of position and standing. 

3. Each Scholarship shall ordinarily be tenable for a period of three years. 
In special cases a year’s extension of the period of tenure may be granted at the 
discretion of the Syndicate. 

4. The monthly stipend of each Scholarship will be Rs. 300, payable in 
advance in half-yearly instalments, subject to the Scholar’s conduct and progress 
in study being satisfactory. The first half-yearly instalment will be paid to the 
Scholar on his entering into an agreement* as stated below, and insuring his life

In consideration of the Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim/Bai K.N.J.P. Loan Scholarship 
granted to me by the University, I hereby agree to undertake that — 

1. I shall during the tenure of the Scholarship, abide by all the terms and conditions 
thereof and pursue diligently the course of studies mentioned in my application, 
and submit to you regularly half-yearly reports of progress in studies accom- 
panied by the necessary certificates ; 

2. I shall take out an insurance policy on my life with a Company, approved by 
the Ssmdicate, for an amount equal to the total amount of the Scholarship. In 
case the tenure of the Scholarship is extended in my favour, or if the Syndicate 
make any further advances to me as a Sir Currimbhoy Ebrahim/Bai K.N.J.P.

3. I shall assign and transfer to the University all policies taken out by me under 2 
above and shall regularly pay the premia on them ; 

4. I shall repay the entire amounts advanced to me by way of stipends of the 
scholarship with interest thereon, as soon as I begin to earn an income, the 
repayment being on the following basis: — 

(i) One-tenth of the annual income if it should be between Rs. 250 and Rs. 400 
per month ; 

(ii) One-fifth of the annual income if it should be between Rs. 400 and Rs. 800 
per month ; 

(iii) One-fourth of the annual income if it exceeds Rs. 800 per, month.

5. I shall report myself personally to the Registrar inunediately after my return to 
India. I shall make a written report to him setting out in detail the qualifications 
obtained by me with the aid of the Scholarship. I shall also make regular six- 
monthly reports to him in writing mentioning my address and all^ details abom 
my employment, salary, etc., until the entire amount of the loan is repaid with 
interest. 
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for the total amount of advance with a Company* approved by the SjTidicate. 
endorsing such policyt to the University by way of security before departure 
from India and pending the production of a surety approved by the Syndicate 
who shall guarantee the regular payment of the premia on the policy until the 
entire amount of the loan and interest is repaid by the scholar or is duly dis- 
charged by the Syndicate: — 

(0 he will diligently prosecute the course of studies mentioned in his 
application for the scholarship, 

(it) he will regularly pay the premia on the insurance policy to be taken 
out by him, 

(nf) he will duly assign the policy to the University, 

(iv) he will repay the entire amount of the advance with interest thereon 
on the following basis after he has begun to earn an income: — 

(fl) one-tenth of the annual income, if it should be between Rs. 250 
and Rs. 400 per month ; 

(b) one-fifth of the annual income, if it should be between Rs. 400 
and Rs. 800 per month ; 

(c) one-fourth of the annual income, if it exceeds Rs. 800 per 
month ; 

(v) he will, within one month of his return to India, make a written 
report to the Registrar setting out in detail the qualifications obtained 
by him with the aid of the Scholarship and his residential address, and 
make further reports in writing to the Registrar at the end of every 
six months giving details of his employment and income, if any, his 
status and his residential address for the time being, until the entire 
amount of the advance with interest thereon is repaid or is duly dis- 
charged by the Syndicate.

THE MRS. RAMABAI S. NOWRUNGAY FOREIGN FELLOWSHIP AND 
AND THE SATYAWANT WASSOODEW NOWRUNGAY 
FOREIGN FELLOWSHIP 

1. The annual income of the Mrs. Ramabai S. Nowrungay endowment 
(consisting of the residuary estate of the late Mrs. Ramabai S. Nowrungay 
bequeathed by her to the University under clause 5 of her Will) shall be utilised 
for awarding two fellowships, one to be called the “ Mrs. Ramabai Satyawant 
Nowrungay Fortign Fellowship.” and the other to be called the ” Satyawant 
Wassoodew Nowrungay Foreign Fellowship,” each of the annual value of 
one third the net yearly income of the endowment after the usual deduction of 
five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

2. “ The Mrs. Ramabai Satyawant Nowrungay Foreign Fellowship ” 
shall be awarded to a woman graduate of the University of Bombay in Medicine 
for advanced research connected with diseases of women or maternal dietary defi- 
ciencies. 

3. “The Satyawant Wassoodew Nowrungay Foreign Fellowship” 
shall be awarded to a woman graduate of the University of Bombay in Science 
with Chemistry as the Principal subject holding the M.Sc. degree in Bio-Chemistry 
or the B.Sc. (Tech.) degree in Food Technology, for higher studies in Domestic 
Science, Nutritional Chemistry or Public Health. 

4. The fellowships shall be awarded as under : — 

’*■(1) First Year — Both Fellowship No. 1 and Fellowship No. 2. 

(2) Second Year — ^Fellowship No. 1 or Fellowship No. 2. 

(3) Third Year — ^Fellowship No. 1 and Fellowship No. 2. 

(4) Fourth Year— Fellowship No. 1 or Fellowship No. 2 whichever 

is not awarded in the second year. 

5. Candidates for the fellowships must not be more than 30 years of age 
on the last date fixed for the receipt of applications for fellowships. Candidates 
for the fellowships must forward their applications to the Registrar in the 
prescribed form as required by the Syndicate. Candidates are required to forward 
with their applications, certificate of their age, their physical capacity to undergo 
the course of life and study which they propose to follow in the foreign country, 
signed by a Registered Miedical Practitioner of at least ten years standing. 

*First year— 1967-68, Second year— 1968-69, Third year— 1969 70, Fourth year— 
1966-67 and 1970-71.

6. The fellowships shall normally be tenable for a penod of two >ears but 
in exceptional circumstances, an extension of time may be granted for the third 
year. 

7. The fellowships shall bo tenable in an approx ed Unnersity or an insti- 
tution of repute with the standing of a Umversity in the U.K., Europe, U.S.A. or 
Canada. 

8. The Syndicate shall consider the anplications received by them and shall 
decide the award of the fellowships. The decision of the Syndicate shall be final. 

9. The Fellowships shall be payable half-yearly in advance. Tne tenure of 
the Fellowships shall begin from the first day of the financial year to which 
the fellowships relate or from the date of the Scholar's leaving India, whichever 
is later. The Fellows shall submit documentary evidence of their having been 
admitted to the institution approved by' the Syndicate at which they intend to 
prosecute their higher studies in the foreign country concerned, along with their 
bills for the first instalment of the Fellowships. 

10. The Fellows unless they are already in the foreign country' in which 
they desire to prosecute their higher studies, must leave Bombay and proceed to 
the country within the first half of the relevant financial year to join tlie insti- 
tution approved by the Syndicate m the subject they intend to study and must 
reside there for the purpose of receiving education. 

11. Any violauon of the above conditions shall ipso facio cause the Fellow- 
ship to be forfeited, and the Symdicate shaU be empowered, for any just cause, 
to recall and deprive of her Fellowship any one who may have been elected. 

12. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 
fiv'e per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

13. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be utilised by' the Syndicate in such manner as they 
may deem best fitted for furthering its objects and purposes. 

RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS AND SCHOLARSHIPS TENABLE IN 
UNIVERSITY DEPARTMENTS* 

The Chaturbhuj Jivandas Research Fellowship 

1. A Fellowship to be called “The Chaurbhuj Jiv'.andas Fellowship” of 
the value of Rs, 150/- p.m. and tenable for a period of one year, shall be award- 
ed in the month of July every year, — 

(a) to the candidate who has passed the M.Sc. (Tech.) or PhD. Examination 
of the University in the Faculty of Technology during the 12 months preceding

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the first day of July and who continues to work on a problem or problems of 
research in the Department of Chemical Technolog). If more than one candi- 
date pass the said Examination during the said period, the Fellowship shall be 
awarded at the discretion of the Syndicate, to the most deserving among the 
candidates whose theses have been accepted for the Degree of M.Sc. (Tech.) or 
Ph. D. in the Faculty of Technology during the 12 months preceding the 1st July. 

(b) If no candidate who has passed the M.Sc. (Tech.) or Fh.D. in Chemical 
Technology is available, the Fellowship shall be awarded to the best qualified 
graduate of the University of Bombay in Chemical Technology including Chemi- 
cal Engineering during the year who undertakes research on an approved pro- 
blem or problems for the degree of M.Sc. (Tech.) or Ph.D. in Chemical Techno- 
logy in the Department of Chemical Technology. 

2. The Fellowship shall be held, in the first instance, for a period of one 
year, and shall be renewable at the discretion of the Syndicate in the case of a 
deserving Fellow. 

3. The Fellowship shall be awarded after inviting applications, in the 
beginning of each academic year, by a circular placed on the Notice Board of 
the University Department of Chemical Technology. 

4. The amount of the Fellowship shall be paid to the Fellow in equal 
monthly instalments on the production by him of a certificate from the Director 
of the Department certifying that the Fellow is making satisfactory progress in 
the research undertaken by him and that his conduct is good. 

5. Should the scholar discontinue his research during the tenure of the 
Fellowship or be unfavourably reported upon by the Director of the Univer- 
sity Department of Chemical Technology, it shall be in the discretion of the Syn- 
dicate to demand a refund of the stipends already paid. 

6. Any surplus which may arise shall be applied by the Syndicate in such 
manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

7. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
5 per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

The Sir Dinshaw Wacha Research Fellowship in Economics 

1. The Fellow shall be appointed by the Syndicate, on the recommendation 
of the Director of the Department of Economics, who will take into consideration 
the academic career, capacity to do research work and the character of the 
candidate. The selected candidate shall have taken the M.A. degree in Economics 
or an equivalent degree of any recognized Indian University. 

2. The appointment of the Fellow shall be for a period of one year in the 
first instance ; but may be renewed for another year. 

3. The Fellow shall be required to do research work in any branch of Eco- 
nomics, approved by the Director of the Department, for the Ph.D. degree of the 
Bombay University.

4. Tie Fellow shall submit to the Syndicate tlirough the Uireclor of the 
Department, terminal reports regarding the progress of his work. 

5. The amount of the Fellowship shall be payable in arrears every month on 
production of a certificate of regular attendance and satisfactori’ progress signed 
by the Director of the Department. 

6. A Fellow shall be liable to forfeit his Fellowship on the ground of 
irregular attendance, unsatisfactory work or conduct. 


Tire Sir Lallubhai Samaldas Scholarship or Research Grant in 
Agricultural Economics 

1. The scholarship or research grant shall be awarded by the Syndicate on 
the recommendation of the Director of the Department of Economics, who will 
take into consideration the academic career, the capacity to do research and the 
character of the candidate concerned. The selected candidate shall have taken 
the M.A, degree in Economics of this University or an equivalent degree in 
Economics of a recognized Indian University. 

2. The scholarship or research grant shall be awarded for a period of one 
year in the first instance ; but may be renewed for another j'car. 

3. The person awarded the scholarship or research grant shall be required 
to do research work in Agricultural Economics approved by the Director of 
the Department. 

4. The person who receives the scholarship or research grant shall submit 
to the Syndicate through the Director of the Department tenninal reports regard- 
ing the progress of his work. 

5. Tile amount of the Scholarship shall be payable in arrears every quarter 
on production of a certificate of regular attendance etc. ; if, however, a research 
grant is awarded the amount may be paid in one instalment in advance through 
the Director of tlie Department of Economics to enable the grantee to do his 
work. 


The Raja Ratna Kapilram H. Vakil Memorial Scholarship 

1. A Scolarship to be called “The Raja Ratna Kapilram H. Vakil 
Memorial Scholarship ” of the value of the annual income of the endowment of 
Rs. 12,000, subject to the 5 per cent deduction mentioned below and tenable for 
one y'ear shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the best qualified gradu- 
ate of the University of Bombay in Chemical Engineering during the year who 
unde^kes research in (1) salt or (2) salt and allied chemicals or failing such a 
candidate, to the candidate who undertakes research in Chemical Engineering in 
the University Department of Ciiemical Technology. 
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2. Tile Scholarship shall be awarded after inviting applications in the beein- 
ning of each academic year, by a circular placed on the Notice Board oflthe 
University Department of Chemical Technology, from graduates in Chemical 
Engineering who have joined the Department for research. 

3. The scholarship shall be paid in two equal half-yearly instalments on a 
bill to be drawn by the Director of the Department who shall ceitify under his 
signature^ that the scholar is in regular attendance in the Department, that his 
conduct is good and that his progress is satisfactory'. 

4. Should the scholar discontinue his research work or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Director of the Department, it shall be in the discretion of the 
Syndicate to stop payment of the further instalment of the scholarship, or to 
declare the scholarship forfeited. 

5. Any surplus which* may ansc shall be applied by the Sy'ndicate in such 
manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

6. The annual income of the endownent shall be subject to a deduction 
of 5 per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

THE BOMBAY MILLOWT^RS’ ASSOCIATION RESEARCH 
FELLOWSHIPS 

1. The fellowships called “The Bombay Millowt^ers’ Post-Doctokal 
Research Fellowships” of the value of Rs. 400 each per month, one for 
Textile Chemistry and the other for Dyestuff Technology, are awarded 
every alternate year by the Syndicate to graduates in Technology of the 
University of Bombay in the respective subjects, who possess a doctorate 
degree of the University or of a recognized University and undertake research 
on an approved problem in the University Department of Chemical Technology. 

2. In addition, two Research Fellowships to be called “THE BOMBAY 
MILLOWNERS’ RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS” of the value of Rs. 150/- each 
per month are awarded every alternate year, one to a graduate in Textile Chem- 
istry and the other to a graduate in Dyestuff Technology, of the University of 
Bombay, who undertake research work in the University Department of Chemical 
Technolog}' in their respective subjects for the degree of M.Sc. (Tech.) or Ph.D. 

3. A candidate for a Research Fellowship should send in his application 
in the prescribed form so as to reach the Director of the Department of 
Chemical Technology, Matunga, Bombay— 19, not later than the 1st July. 

4. Each Fellowship is ordinarily tenable for a period of two years from 
the date on which the student commences his research work on his investiga- 
tion. The Syndicate have discretion to continue any Research Fellowships for 
a further period not exceeding rivo years, if they are satisfied that the character 
of the investigation or research and the ability shown by the Research Student 
justify such extension. 
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5. A Research Fellow, who does not begin his work within one month 
from the date of award of the fellowship, is liable to forfeit his Fellowship. 

6. Every Fellow, during the tenure of his Fellowship, shall engage him- 
self diligently in his investigation. He shall submit periodical reports of the 
progress of his work to the Syndicate in accordance with the rules framed by 
the Syndicate from time to time. If the Syndicate are not satisfied with the 
progress of the investigation, they shall be at liberty to cancel the studentship 
or withhold the payment of any stipend or stipends. 

7. Every Fellow shall enter into an agreement with the University, on 
terms to be settled by the Syndicate, to engage diligently in research work 
during the tenure of his Fellowship, and to refund to the University the stipends 
drawn by him if he resigns his Fellowship before the expiry of his tenure, or 
if he forfeits the Fellowship for misconduct or for unsatisfactory progress. 

8. A Fellow shall not be permitted to take out a patent. He shall not 
publish his research except %vith the previous permission of the Syndicate. He 
shall send to the Syndicate 50 copies of the off-prints of a paper/papers, if 
any, published by him, embodying the research work done. 

9. Every fellow shall, at the expiry of his Fellowship, submit four printed 
or typed copies of a paper embodying the results and giving an account of his 
investigations to the Syndicate. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to 
prevent him from submitting to the Syndicate at any date prior to the expiry 
of his fellowship the results of his completed research. Provided, however, 
that where the results are embodied in a thesis to be submitted to this Univer- 
sity, the Research Fellow shall not be required to submit a separate report, 
but shall submit two additional copies of the thesis. 

10. Eveiy Fellow shall devote his whole time to the research work and 
shall not, during the tenure of the Fellowship, accept any work or employment. 

OTHER RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIPS, FELLOWSHIPS AND 
RESEARCH STUDENTSHIPS 

The Springer Research Scholarship 

1. “The Springer Research Scholarship” of the value of Rs. 100 (one 
hundred) per mensem shall be open to all Graduates of the University of 
Bombay. 

2. Candidates for the Scholarship must forward an application to the 
Registrar stating what line of original research they intend to prosecute with 
reference to any of the subjects hereinafter mentioned and where, and their quali- 
fications for that line. 

3. The Syndicate shall select for the Scholarship from among the appli- 
cants such candidate as, in their opinion, has the necessary qualifications in the 
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particular line of research chosen by him and has sufficient facilities at his disposal 
for the work. 

4. The Scholarship shall be tenable by any one Scholar for a period of two 
years provided tiiat it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate to extend that 
period. 

5. The Scholarship shall be awarded alternately for a scientific subject and 
a literary subject connected with Indian Archaeology and Epigraphy (with special 
reference to historical research), or with Pali, Sanskrit, or Prakrit Scholarship, 
provided that when in any one year an eligible candidate is not, in the opinion 
of the Syndicate, available for the subject in which according to this rule, it has 
to be awarded, it shall be competent to the Syndicate to award it to an eligible 
candidate in the other or alternate subject, 

6. The conditions of tenure are : (ff) that at the end of each year to which 
the Scholarship relates the Scholar shall submit to the Registrar a full report 
of the work of research done by him during that year ; {b) that anj paper wTitten 
by him during the tenure of the Scholarship upon any subject connected with 
the particular line of research chosen by him under these regulations shall, if 
published by him, be published only as a Springer Research Scholar of this 
University ; (c) that his work during the tenure of the Scholarship shall be 
subject to the supervision of a Committee appointed by the Syndicate ; and 
(d) that during the tenure of the Scholarship, at least once a year after the first 
year of his selection he shall read a paper on the particular subject of original 
research for which he has been selected before such Society as, in the opinion 
of the Syndicate, is interested in the subject matter of the paper. 

7. The value of the Scholarship shall be Rs. 100 (one hundred) a month 
payable in advance for every six months, and any surplus from the endowment 
shall, in the discretion of the Syndicate, be reserved for the expense of printing 
and the like connected with the objects of the endowment. 

8. The Scholarship shall at any time be liable to forfeiture, if the Scholar 
fails to satisfy the Syndicate that he is carrying on his work of original research 
properly, or if the Syndicate, being of opinion that he has broken any of the 
conditions herein specified, deems it necessary, in the exercise of its discretion, 
to deprive him of the Scholarship. 

9. Everj' decision of the Syndicate with reference to the Scholarship in 
furtherance of these rules shall be by a majority of votes, the Vice-Chancellor or 
Senior Fellow presiding having a casting vote. 

10. In the event of the Scholarship not being awarded or of forfeiture under 
rule No. 8 or in the event of its lapsing owing to the death or the like cause, of 
the Scholar, the money shall be reserved to be applied by the Syndicate in such 
manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of 
the endowment. 

11. A deduction of five per cent payable to the General Fund of the 
University shall be made from the annual income of the endowment to meet the 
expenses of the administration of its Fund.

The Ratanji Ranchhodji Desai Research Fellowship and Gold Medal 

1. “ The Ratanji Ranchhodji Desai RESCAuai Fellowship " of tlie annual 
value of Rs. 550 (five hundred and fifty) shall be open to competition by mem- 
bers of the staff of the Seth Gordhandas Sunderdas Medical College, Bombay, 
and by all Graduates in Medicine of the Universitv of Bombay. The Fellow- 
ship shall ordinarily be attached to the Seth Gordhandas Sunderdas Medical 
College and the Fellow shall be required to carry out his work of research at 
that College. If the Syndicate find that there is not in that College adequate 
provision for carrying out the research work undertaken by the Fellow, they shall 
have the power to depute the Fellow to a College where there are better facili- 
ties for the purpose. 

A Gold Medal,* to be called “The Ratanji Ranchhodji Desai Gold 
Medal" shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes 
the Ph.D. Examination by papers with the highest distinction in the Qiemistrj' 
Branch : But if there is no candidate passing the Examination with the highest dis- 
tinction the Medal shall be awarded to a candidate whose thesis is considered by 
the Board of Studies in Chemistry to be of the highest merit among the tlicses 
submitted for the degree in the Chemistry Branch during the year. 

2. The Ratanji R. Desai Research Fellow will be required to do research 
work in Tuberculosis and in the absence of any applicant selected for such work, 
in such branch of Medicine as the Syndicate may decide. 

3. Candidates for the Fellowship must forward their applications to the 
Registrar in the prescribed form. 

4. Tlie Syndicate shall select for the Fellowship from among the appli- 
cants such candidate as in their opinion has the necessary qualifications for re- 
search in Tuberculosis or in the particular branch of Medicine chosen by him and 
has sufficient facilities at his disposal for the work. 

5. Orffinarily the Fellowship shall be tenable for two years ; but it will be 
open to the Syndicate to extend the term of the Fellowship by such period not 
exceeding two years, as the Syndicate may think proper, if the research work 
done by the Fellow during the tenure of his Fellowship be found to be particularly 
satisfactory and it is considered desirable to extend the term under the circum- 
stances of a particular case. 

6. The conditions of tenure are; (a) that at the end of each year to which 
the Fellowship relates, the Fellow shall submit to the Registrar a full report of 
the work of research done by him during that year ; such report to be submitted, 
at the discretion of the Syndicate, to a competent authority for opinion. The 


*Up to 1934, the Medal used to be awarded for the M.Sc. Degree. 
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Syndicate may, after considering the opinion of such competent authority, declare 
the Fellowship to be forfeited ; (b) that any paper written by him during the 
tenure of the Fellowship upon any subject connected with the particular line of 
research chosen by him under the regulations, shall, if published by him, be 
published only as the Ratanji Ranchhodji Desai Research Fellow of this University. 

7. The stipend of the Fellowship shall be payable every six months in arrears 
on a bill to be drawn by the Fellow. 

8. Within three months after the expiration of the tenure of his Fellowship, 
the Fellow shall submit to the Syndicate a paper embodying the results of his re- 
searches which, if the funds permit, shall be printed and published by the Univer- 
sity and copies presented to such Institutions as the Syndicate may select for the 
purpose. 

9. Any violation of the conditions of award shall tpso facto cause the 
Fellowship to be forfeited. 

10. K in any year the Fellowship be not awarded or if it be forfeited under 
Regulations 6 and 9, the Syndicate shall have discretion to utilize the annual 
income in any manner calculated to further the object of the endowment. 

11. The annual income of the Endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

12. A Gold Medal, to be called “The Ratanji Ranchhodji Desai Gold 
Medal,” shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes 
the Ph.D. Examination with the highest distinction in the Qiemistry Branch. 

13. In the event of the candidate fulfilling the icquirements of the above 
regulation, being the recipient of the Moos Medal, the Medal shall be awarded to 
the next best qualified candidate in the same branch. 

14. The Medal will be presented at the Convocation for conferring degrees. 

15. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

16. Any surplus which may acenie in connection with this endowment shall 
be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for 
furthering its object and purposes. 

The Dr. Sir Mangaldas Mehta Research Scholarship and the 
Dr. Sir Mangaldas Mehta Gold Medal 

1. A. Gold Medal to be designated “ The Dr. Sir Mangaldas Mehta Gold 
Medal,” not exceeding Rs. 200/- in value shall be awarded by the Syndicate 
annually to the candidate who passes the M.D. examination with the highest pro- 
ficiency in Branch III— Obstetrics, Gynaecology and Diseases of Infancy and E 
recommended by the examiners as most deserving of it. In case such a candi- 
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date is not available for the award of the above medal in any particular year at 
the M.D. examination in Branch III— Obstetrics. Gynaecology and Diseases of in- 
fancy, the Medal may be awarded at the discretion of the Sjmdicate. to a 
candidate, who passes the M.D. examination with the highest proficiency in 
Branch I — Medicine and Therapeutics, or failing such a candidate in Branch 1. 
to a candidate who passes the M.D. examination with the highest proficiency in 
Branch 11— Pathology and Bacteriology, or failing such a candidate in Branch II, 
to a candidate who passes the M.D. examination with the highest proficiency 
in Branch IV — ^Pharmacology, or failing such a candidate in Branch IV, to a 
candidate who passes the M. D. examination with the highest proficiency in 
Branch V — Pediatrics, or failing such a candidate in Branches I, II, III, IV, and V, 
to a candidate who passes the M.D. examination with the highest proficiency 
in Branch VI — ^Tuberculosis, provided that in each case the candidate is re- 
commended by the examiners as most deserving of the award and provided 
further that the candidate so recommended is not awarded the Prince of Wales 
Gold Medal.” 

2. The Gold Medal shall be awarded to the successful candidate at the 
annual Convocation for conferring degrees. 

3. A Research Scholarship of the value of about Rs. 1,200 per year to be 
. designated “The Dr. Sir Mangaldas Mehta Research SatOLARSHip,” for 

research on a subecl relating to Obstetrics and/or Gynaecology shall be awarded 
every alternate year by the Syndicate to a graduate in Medicine and Surgery (M.B., 
B.S.) of the Bombay University of not more than 10 years’ standing, preference 
being given to a holder of a post-graduate degree or diploma in the subject of 
Midwifery and Gynaecology. The applicant shall state in his application the 
amount of time he will be able to devote to his research if the research Scholar- 
ship is awarded to him, and also whether he xvill be doing any other work for 
remuneration or othen,wse during the tenure of his scholarship. 

4. The candidate so selected will work as a Research Scholar at the K.E.M. 
Hospital, the Nowrosjee Wadia Maternity Hospital, the Bai Motlibai and Petit 
Hospitals, the Cama Hospital, the Yamunabai Na'.r Hospital, the Municipal 
General Hospital, Sion, or any Hospital approved by the Syndicate, on one of the 
subjects selected by the applicant and approved by the Syndicate. 

5. Subject to the following conditions, the Scholarship shall be ordinarily 
tenable for one year: — 

(a) The candidate shall submit a six monthly report of the research work 
in which he is engaged. 

(b) The candidate may at his option submit his research work as a thesis 
for the MID. degree. Midwifery Branch. 

(c) At the end of the tenure of the scholarship the candidate shall sub- 
mit a report of his investigations to the Syndicate who will forward 
it to a Committee of at least two competent persons one of whom 
shall be the teacher under w'hom the candidate may have carried out 
his investigations. The Committee so constituted will advise the Syndi- 
cate whether the investigations merit publication by the University 
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(d) The Syndicate may, at their discretion, grant an extension of the 
Scholarship for a further period of one year, if they are satisfied that 
the character of the investigations or research and the ability shown 
by the Research Scholar justify such extension. 

(e) Should the selected candidate fail to submit a satisfactory report as 
required by (c) above, the Syndicate may at its discretion, after full 
consideration of the circumstances of the case, deem the scholarship 
to be forfeited. 

(f) The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable every six months on a 
bill to be drawm by the Scholar. 

6. In the year in which the Scholarship cannot be awarded for any reason 
or is forfeited under clause 5(e) above, the Syndicate shall arrange to invite 
applications for grants to be made out of this endowment to aid research in 
subjects related to Obstetrics and Gynaecology. At the discretion of the Syndi- 
cate such grant may be renewed for another year. 

7. All applications for such grants-in-aid shall be made in writing on a 
prescribed form and shall include the names and addresses of not more than two 
persons to whom reference may be made, giving information as under ; — 

(a) The nature of the research in which the applicant desires to engage 
or is engaged, and of the results expected to follow therefrom. 

(b) The name of the institution at which the candidate proposes to carry 
out his investigations and the name of the teacher under whom he 
proposes to work. 

(c) The estimated amount required for such work and particulars of the 
proposed expenditure. 

(d) Whether the applicant has received, has applied for or is applying for, 
any grant from any other source for the same object and if so, with 
what results. 

(e) Whether it is proposed to expend any portion of the grant applied for 
in aid of the expenses of special assistance or for purchase of equip- 
ment. 

8. All instruments and specimens of permanent value purchased out of the 
grant from this Fund shall be returned to the Registrar of the University when the 
research is completed, unless the Syndicate in particular cases shall otherwise 
determine. 

9. '^All published papers containing the results of research in aid of which a 
grant has been made shall include a statement to the effect that such research had 
been aided by a grant from this fund ; and two copies of such papers shall be 
furnished to the Registrar of the University. 

10. On or before the 1st day of March in each year every research worker 
receiving grant shall furnish to the Syndicate a typewritten report (or if the object 
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of the grant be not tlien attained an interim report until a report can be furnished 
or the Committee dispenses with further reports) containing: — 

(a) a brief statement showing the results arrived at or the stage wliich the 
enquiry has reached ; 

(b) a statement of expenses incurred, accompanied by vouchers ; 

(c) a list of instruments, specimens, objects or materials, purchased or 
obtained out of the grant or supplied by the Committee, which are at 
present in his possession ; 

(d) references to any transactions, journals or other publications in which 
results of the research have been printed. 

11. If in any year* there are no suitable applicants for grants-in-aid, a 
research grant of fte value of Rs. 1,200 to be called “The Dr. Sir Manoald.ss 
Mehta Research Grant” shall be awarded to a graduate in Medicine of this 
University for published research work on a subject related to Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, which in the opinion of the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Selection Committee shall be the best contribution of the Year to the Science of 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology. 

12. The grant shall be awarded after inviting applications and only if in 
the opinion of the Selection Committee a work of sufficient merit has been 
published. 

13. Applicants for the grant shall for\vard to the Syndicate on or before the 
prescribed date at least four copies of the publication which they desire to be 
considered for this grant. 

14. The Syndicate shall foiavard all publications received to a Selection 
Comipittee appointed by the Syndicate (of not less than 3 persons) who shall 
report to the Syndicate the name of the person whom they consider deserving of 
the grant. 

15. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of 5 per cent to be paj'able to the General Fund of the University. 

16. Any surplus which may arise from the non-aw'ard of the medal or the 
grant or both during any year may be applied by the Syndicate in such manner 
as they think best fitted for furthering the' object and purposes of the Endowment.

1. “The Dr. (Miss) Aimai Maneckji Cooper Researoi Scholarship” of 

the ■value of the annual income of the endowment (i.e. Rs. 3,100/-) subject to the

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sity mentioned in regulation 9 below, and tenable for a period of two years 
shall be awarded by the Syndicate every alternate year or whenever avail- 
able, to a Graduate in Aledicine or Science of this University who undertakes 
research work, whether for a degree or not, on a problem having a bearing 
on Cancer, at a constituent college /recognised post-graduate institution of this 
University. 

2. Every candidate for the Scholarship must forward to the Registrar his 
application in the prescribed form so as to reach liim by the last Monday in 
July each year. 

3. The Syndicate shall refer the applications to a committee of which the 
Director of the Indian Cancer Research Centre or his nominee and the Secre- 
tary of the Indian Cancer Society shall be the members. 

4. The Syndicate shall after considering the report of the committee 
select for the scholarship, from among the applicants, a candidate who in their 
opinion, has the necessary qualifications for research in the subject chosen by 
him and has sufficient facilities at his disposal for the work. 

5. The first instalment of the scholarship shall be payable in advance on 
a bill to be drawn by the scholar through the Principal /Head of the College/ 
Institution. Each subsequent instalment shall also be paid in advance on a 
bill to be drawn by the scholar accompanied by a half-yearly report on the 
work done by him during the preceding session, duly attested by the guiding 
teacher, if any, and countersigned by the Principal/Head of his College /institu- 
tion. 


6. Should the scholar discontinue his research work or he be reported 
upon unfavourably by the Head of the Institution, it shall be in the discretion 
of the Syndicate to stop payment of the further instalments of the scholarship 
or to declare the scholarship forfeited and to demand a refund of the stipends 
already paid. 

7. Ordinarily, the scholarship shall be tenable for two years, but it shall 
be open to the Syndicate to extend the term of the scholarship by such period 
not exceeding two years as the Syndicate may think proper, if the research 
work done by the scholar during the term of the scholarship justifies such 
extension. 

8. The scholar shall during the tenure of the scholarship engage himself 
diligently in the research work undertaken by him and shall not accept or hold 
any appointment except with the previous permission of the Syndicate. 

9. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

10. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever, shall be utilised by the Syndicate in such manner as 
they shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endow- 
ment.

Research Studentships 

1. Research Studentships may be awarded annually to persons who hold 
either a Master’s Degree or a Doctor’s Degree of this University, subject to 
the conditions set out hereinafter. 

2. These Research studentships shall be held only by students working 
in Institutions, or under the guidance of teachers attached to institutions, 
within the territorial limits of the jurisdiction of this University as defined in 
Section 5(1) of the Bombay University Act, 1953. 

3. The object of the Research Studentships is to enable research students 
to undertake research in any subject in the Faculty of Arts, Science, Techno- 
logy, Law, Medicine or Commerce. 

4. The Research Students shall be required to work on a subject of 
research approved by the relevant University authorities. 

5. A candidate for a Research Studentship shall send in his application 
in the prescribed form to the Registrar so as to reach him not later than the 
date to be fixed by the Syndicate in this behalf. No application received after 
the prescribed date will be accepted without the express sanction of the 
Syndicate. The application shall contain the following among other parti- 
culars ; — 

(a) The subject or matter which the applicant proposes to investigate, 
and/or the general nature of the research he proposes to under- 
take ; 

(b) The place where he proposes to conduct or carry on his research ; 

(c) The person under whose guidance he proposes to carry on the 
research ; 

(d) Whether he has received permission to conduct or carry on 
research in the place selected by him. 

6. The award of the Research Studentships shall be made by the Syndi- 
cate after inviting recommendations from the relevant Boards of Studies. 

7. The stipend of a Research Student in a faculty other than the faculty 
of Medicine shall be Rs. 100/- per month. The stipend of a Research Student 
holding tlie M.D. or M.S. degree shall be Rs. 150/, 
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8. A Research Studentship shall ordinarily be tenable for a period of two 
years from the date after the award on which the student commences his 
research work on his investigation. The Syndicate shall have discretion to con- 
tinue any Research Studentship for a further period not exceeding two years, 
if they are satisfied that the character of the investigation or research and 
the ability shown by the Research Student justify such extension. 

9. A Research Student, who does not begin his work within one month 
from the date of the award of the Studentship, is liable to forfeit his Student- 
ship. 

10. The student, during the tenure of his Studentship, shall engage him- 
self diligently in his investigation. He shall submit periodical reports of the 
progress of his work to the Syndicate in accordance with the rules framed by 
the Syndicate from time to time. If the Syndicate are not satisfied with the 
progress of the investigation, they shall be at liberty to cancel the Student- 
ship, or withhold the payment of any stipend or stipends. 

11. Every Research Student shall enter into an agreement with the Uni- 
versity, on terms to be settled by the Syndicate, to engage diligently in re- 
search work during the tenure of his Studentship, and to refund to the Uni- 
versity the stipends drawn by him if he resigns his Studentship before the 
expiry of his tenure, or if he forfeits the Studentship for misconduct or for un- 
satisfactory progress. The Syndicate may discharge a student from his obli- 
gation to refund the stipends drawn by him if they are satisfied that he is 
compelled to resign the studentship before the expiry of its tenure owing 
to circumstances beyond his control. 

12. A Research Student shall not be permitted either to take out a 
patent or to publish his research, except with the previous permission of the 
Syndicate. 

13. Each Research Student shall, at the expiry of his Studentship, sub- 
mit four printed or typed copies of a paper embodying the results and giving 
an account of his investigations to the Syndicate. Nothing herein contained 
shall be deemed to prevent him from submitting to the Syndicate at any date 
prior to the expiry of his Studentship the results of his completed research. 

14. The student shall not, during the tenure of his Studentship, accept 
any other work or employment. 

15. If the results of the research work are considered to be of sufficient 
merit to deserve publication, the Syndicate may make arrangements for the 
publication thereof either by the University itself or by making a grant to 
the Research Student, or by publishing the results in the University foumal.

(d) In addition, the Syndicate will grant three Scholarships of Rs. 400 
(four hundred) each per month for study in Foreign Countries, 
that is, Europe, America, Japan or such other Country outside 
India and Pakistan as may be approved of by the Syndicate of 
this University. 

2. The Scholarships will be awarded during the first three years in the 
following order: — 

(a) First year . — Two Scholarships of Rs. 50 (fifty) each per month, one 
of Rs. 70 (seventy) per month, one of Rs. 130 (one hundred and 
thirty) per month and one of Rs. 400 (four hundred) per month. 

(b) During the second j'ear the Scholarships will be awarded in the 
following order namely, one of Rs. 50 (fifty) per month, one of 
Rs. 70 (seventy) per month, one of Rs. 130 (one hundred and 
thirty) per month and one of Rs. 400 (four hundred) per month. 

(c) During the third year the Scholarships will be awarded in the 
following order namely, one of Rs. 50 (fifty) per month, one of 
Rs. 70 (seventy) per month, one of Rs. 130 (one hundred and 
thirty) per month and one of Rs. 400 (four hundred) per month. 

3. During the fourth year the Scholarships will be awarded in the order 
mentioned for the award of Scholarships during the first year, and during the 
fifth year the order will be the same as for the second year, and during the 
sixth year it •will be the same as for the third year, and so on in rotation. 

4. The Scholarships will be awarded only to members of the Parsi Com- 
munity professing the Zoroastrian Faith. 

5. The Scholarships will be awarded in the first instance to Parsis per- 
manently residing in Karachi,! failing such Parsis, to Parsis permanently residing

t The certificate as to domicile should be obtained from the Parsi Panchayat wherever 
one exists, and where there is no Pars! Panchayat in existence, the Collector’s certificate 
may be accepted. The certificate should be to the effect that the father has resided for 
a period of at least 15 years in the place where the applicant claims to be domiciled and 
it the father is dead, that the applicant has continuously resided with a guardian for a 
period of at least 15 ^years. 
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in Poona, and failing Parsis of either of these two cities, to Parsis of any other 
part of India or Pakistan provided that no Scholarship for post-graduate work 
shall be awarded to any applicant with a lower qualification than a second class 
Bachelor’s degree of any Indian University or any University in Pakistan and 
that^ no Scholarship for study in a foreign country shall be awarded to an 
applicant with a lower qualification than a Master’s degree of any Indian Uni- 
versity or any University in Pakistan, and provided also that candidates for 
both the post-graduate Scholarships shall not be graduates of more than ten 
year’s standing from the date of their first passing a degree examination. Pro- 
vided further that the prescription of subjects of study, the qualifications of 
Scholars and the selection of Scholars shall be entirely 'within the discretion 
of the Sjmdicate of the University of Bombay. 

6. Candidates for the Scholarships tenable in a Foreign Country must 
forward their applications to the Registrar in the prescribed form. They are 
required to forward with their applications certificates of their physical capacity 
to undergo the course of study which they propose to follow signed by a 
Registered Medical Practitioner of at least ten years ’ standing. In the case of 
candidates for Scholarships other than those tenable in Foreign Countries, the 
candidates must forward their applications in the prescribed form. 

7. In appointing Scholars, the Syndicate shall consult the wishes of the 
Trustees of the Eduljee Dinshaw Charities so long as they or any of them 
shall be alive, but the final judgment and decision shall be within the sole 
discretion of the Syndicate. 

8. The Syndicate shall frame and publish rules with regard to qualifications 
of the candidates and subjects for study, and the terms and conditions on 
which the Scholarships will be awarded, held, cancelled or forfeited. 

9. The Syndicate shall give due notice in the Maharashtra Government 
Gazette about the date in each year by which all applications for Scholarships 
shall be received and any application received after the date shall be considered 
or not as the Syndicate may elect. 

10. The period for which these Scholarships will be tenable will ordinarily 
be three years with discretion to the Syndicate to extend any of the Scholar- 
ships to four years on grounds deemed sufficient by them. 

11- The appointments to the Scholarships will be made by the votes of 
the Syndicate. 

12. The foreign Country Scholarships shall be payable half-yearly in advance 
from the day of the Scholar leaving India/Pakistan or, if he is already in a 
Foreign Country, from the date of his appointment. 

13. The Scholars for Foreign Country Scholarships, unless they are already 
in the Foreign Country where the Scholarships are to be held, must proceed 
to the Foreign Country two months before the commencement of the first Ses- 
sion of the Institution which they intend to join or two months before the 
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date on which they are to join the service of an authority to be approved by 
the Sjmdicate in the subject they intend to study, and reside there for the 
purpose of receiving Technical Education and they shall report tivice a year to 
the Syndicate as to the mode in which their time has been spent in a form 
to be prescribed by the Syndicate. 

14. Any violation of the above conditions shall render the Scholarships 
liable to forfeiture and the Sjmdicate shall be empowered for any just cause 
to recall and deprive of his Scholarship any one who may have been appointed. 

15. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of any of the above 
Scholarships during any portion of the period of tenure, shall be applied by 
the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the 
object and purposes of the endowment viz., the advancement and encourage- 
ment of Technical Education in the Parsi Community. 

16. It shall be discretionary with the Syndicate to reduce or to extend the 
number of Scholarships as circumstances may from time to time require or 
render expedient. 

17. Any question in connection with this endowment not covered by the 
foregoing regulations shall be decided by the Syndicate and such decision shall 
be final and conclusive. 

18. These regulations shall be subject to such additions, alterations, or 
amendments as the Senate may from time to time deem necessary and as may 
be consistent with and such as to carry out the objects of the endowment as 
specified above. 

19. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 5 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

Rules framed by the Syndicate under Regulation No. 8 relating to the 

Scholarships, regarding the qualifications of candidates for the Eduljce 
Dinshaw Scholarships and the conditions of tenure. 

The following rules have been framed by the Syndicate under Regulation 
No. 8 relating to the Scholarships in the matter of the qualifications of can- 
didates for the Eduljee Dinshaw Scholarships and the conditions of tenure of 
the Scholarships; — 

(a) Four scholarships of Rs. 50/- each per month for secondary technical 
education. 

The Syndicate will receive applications from suitable Parsi students who 
can prove that; — 

(1) They have been admitted to the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute, 
Bombay, Poona or Karachi College of Engineering Workshop Classes, or the 
Poona Agricultural College or King George V Institute of Agriculture, Sakrand, 
Diploma Course of the Architecture Section of the School of Arts or any 
other similar institution recognised by the Syndicate. 
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(2) They have passed the Matriculation Examination of any Indian Uni- 
versity or any University in Pakistan or the Secondary School Certificate 
Examination held by the S.S.C. Examination Board of the Maharashtra State 
or any other examination recognised as equivalent to the Matriculation exami- 
nation of the University. 


(3) They are not over the age of 19 if they are matriculates and over the 
age of 22 if they are graduates in Science. 

(b) Three scholarships of Rs. 70 each per month for higher technical edu- 
cation — 

The Syndicate will receive applications from suitable Parsi students who 
having passed the Intermediate Examination in Science of any Indian Univer- 
sity or any University in Pakistan have been admitted to the University Depart- 
ment of Chemical Technology or the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute, Bom- 
bay, or the College of Engineering at Poona or Karachi, or the Agricultural 
College at Poona or King George V Institute of Agriculture, Sakrand. 

(c) Three scholarships of Rs. 130/- each per month for post-graduate 
technical work. 


The Syndicate will receive applications from those Parsi candidates who 
have passed the B.Sc., B.Ag., B.Sc. (Agri.), B.Sc. (Vet.), B.Text. or B.E. Examina- 
tion of any Indian University or any University in Pakistan with at least Second 
Class Honours provided they are graduates of not more than ten years standing 
from the date of their first passing a Degree Examination. 

(d) Three scholarships of Rs. 400/- each per month for study of a branch 
of technical education in a foreign country. 


The Syndicate wll receive applications from those Parsi candidates who 
have passed the M.Sc., M.Sc. (Tech.), M.Ag., M.Sc. (Agn.). or M.E. Examina- 
tion of any Indian University or any University m Pakistan, or such other 
University or Institution as may be approved by the Syndicate provided they 
are gradates of not more than ten years ’ standing from the date of their first 

passing a Degree Examination. 

4 The tenure of all scholarships is conditional on the Scholars good con- 
ductNeguIar “tSdance at the institutions at which they are studying and 
satisfactory progress in study.

HIS HOLINESS THE POPE SCHOLARSHIP 

1. A Scholarship to be call^ 'His^ 

the value of the income of the fund ot K . , 
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(Rupees two thousand one hundred and thirty only) (subject to the five per 
cent deduction mentioned below) made available to the University out of the 
sum of $50,000 gifted by His Holiness the Pope during his visit to India, in 
December, 1964, shall be awarded every alternate year to a poor and needy 
student deserving of the award for prosecuting Post-graduate studies in any 
of the faculties provided that the income of the parent/parents or guardian of the 
candidate to whom the award is made docs not exceed Rs. 200/- a month. 

2. The Scholarship shall be announced for competition through the Heads 
of the University Departments /Principals of constituent Colleges and Heads 
of constituent recognised Institutions. 

3. Every candidate for the Scholarship must send in to the Registrar his 
application in the prescribed form so as to reach him by such date as 
may be specified in that behalf in the notification inviting applications for the 
scholarship, with a certificate from the Principal /Head of his College/ Institution 
from which he passed his degree examination to the eileci that the applicant is a 
poor and needy student deserving of the award and that the income of his parent / 
parents/or guardian from all sources does not exceed Rs. 200/- a month. 

4. The candidate to whom the scholarship is atvarded must satisfy the 
Syndicate -within four weeks from the declaration of the award that he has 
joined University Department /Constituent College/Institution for prosecuting 
studies for a Post-graduate degree/diploma examination, by papers. 

5. ^ The stipend of the scholarship shall be payable half-yearly in arrears by 
the University Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of the Institution, who 
shall certify over his signature thereon that the scholar is in regular attendance at 
the Department/College/Institution, that his conduct is good and that his progress 
in studies is satisfactory. 

6. Should the scholar discontinue his studies or be unfavourably reported 
on by the Head of the Institution it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate to 
stop payment of the stipends or to declare the scholarship forfeited. 

7. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be utilised by the Symdicate in such manner as they 
may deem best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

MEDALS AND PRIZES FOR ESSAYS, DISSERTATIONS, Etc. 

The Homejee Cursctjcc Dady Prize 

1. “ The Homejee Cursetjee Dady Prize," of the value of Rs. 600 (of 
which Rs. 300 must be taken in books and the balance in cash or books), shall 
be awarded annually for the best English Essay on some literary or historical 
subject or every alternate year on some scientific subject in accordance wdth 
the subjoined conditions. 
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2. Competitors shall be Graduates or Under-graduates of the University 
of Bombay, of not more than ten years’ standing from the date of their Matri- 
culation on the day prescribed for the sending in of the Essays. 

3. The subject for the Essay shall be selected by the Syndicate and 
notified not less than twelve months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

4. The Essays shall be sent in to the University Registrar on or before the 
second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be designated by a motto instead 
of the writer’s name and shall be accompanied by a sealed cover containing the 
name of the competitor, his University standing, his Post Office address, and 
a declaration that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own composition.* 

5. The Judges shall be three in number, and shall be nominated annually 
by the Syndicate. Their decision shall be announced as early as practicable. The 
Prize shall not be awarded to an Essay which, in the opinion of the Judges, is 
not deserving of a reward. 

6. The writer of the Essay to which the Prize has been awarded must 
obtain the permission of the Syndicate to the printing of it as a University 
Prize Essay. 

7. On the occasion when the Prize is not awarded, the money shall be re- 
served to be applied by the S>mdicate in such manner as they shall think best 
fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

The Karsandas Mulji Prize 

1. “ The Karsandas Mulji Prize,” of the value of Rs. 275 (of which 
Rs. 150 must be taken in books and the balance in cash or books), shall be 
awarded annually for the best English Essay on some moral or social subject 
in accordance with the subjoined conditions. 

2. Competitors shall be Graduates or Under-graduates of the University 
of Bombay of not more than six years’ standing from the date of their Matricu- 
lation on the day prescribed for the sending in of the Essays. 

3. The subject for the Essay shall be selected by the Syndicate, and notified 
not less than twelve months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

4. The Essays shall be sent in to the University Registrar on or before the 
second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be designated by a motto instead of 
the writer’s name, and shall be accompained by a sealed cover containing the 
name of the competitor, his University standing, his Post Office address, and a 
declaration that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own composition.*

The Manockji Limji Gold Medal and Prize 

1. “The Manockji Limji Gold Medal,” shall be awarded annually for 
the best Essay by a University Student, in accordance with the subjoined con- 
ditions. 

2. Competitors shall be Graduates of the University of Bombay tvho shall 
not be of more than five years’ standing from the date of their graduation on 
the day prescribed for the sending in of the Essays. 

3. Competitive Essays shall be written in the English Language on the 
subject appointed for the current year, and shall be sent in to the Universit}’^ 
Registrar on or before the second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be 
designated by a motto instead of the writer’s name, and shall be accompanied 
by a sealed cover, containing the name of the competitor, and a declaration 
that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own composition.* 

4. The subject of the Essay shall be in alternate years ; (n) some question 
of Indian History or Antiquities ; (b) some question connected with the intro- 
duction into India of European Science and Art. 

5. The subject for the competition is to be selected bj' the Syndicate, 
and notified not less than tivelve months before the day for sending in the 
Essays. 

6. The Judges shall be two in number, and shall be nominated annually by 
the Syndicate. Their decision shall be announced as early as practicable. 

7. The Medal shall be presented to the successful Candidate at the Con- 
vocation for conferring Degrees next ensuing after the Judges’ decision.

9. The Medal shall not be awarded to an Essay which, in the opinion of 
the Judges, would not, if printed, be creditable to the University. But a prize 
of books of a value to be determined by the Syndicate may be awarded to an 
Essay which, in the opinion of the Judges, is deserving of a reward. 

10. The writer of the Essay to which the Medal or Prize has been awarded 
must obtain the permission of the Syndicate to the printing of it as a Univer- 
sity Prize Essay. 

11. Whenever a year passes without the Medal or Prize being awarded, 
the interest of the Endowment shall go towards the printing of Essays and 
other expenses connected with the Prize. 

12. On all occasions of Academical costume, Medallists shall be entitled to 
wear their Medals, 


The Dossabhoy Hormusjce Cama Prize 

1. A Prize to be called "The Dossabhoy Hormusjee Cama Prize," of 
the value of Rs. 630 (of which Rs. 400 must be taken in books and the balance 
in cash or books), shall be awarded every alternate year, for the best English 
Essay on a Medical subject. 

2. Competitors shall be Graduates in Medicine of the University of 
Bombay. 

3. The subject for the Essay shall be selected by the Syndicate, and 
notified not less than twelve months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

4. The Essays shall be sent in to the University Registrar on or before 
the second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be designated by a motto 
instead of the writer’s name, and shall be accompanied by a sealed cover 
containing the name of the competitor, his University standing, his Post Office 
address, and a declaration that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own 
composition.* 

5. The Judges shall be three in number, and shall be nominated every 
alternate year by the Syndicate. Their decision shall be announced as early as 
practicable.

1. A Prize, to be called " The Sir George LeGrand Jacob Prize,” of the 
total value of Rs. 400 (of which Rs. 250 must be taken in books and the balance 
in cash or books) shall be awarded annually for the best Essay on some sub- 
ject illustrating or relating to the advantages derived by India from British Rule. 

2. Competitors shall be Graduates or Under-graduates of the University 
of Bombay of not more than seven years’ standing from the date of their 
Matriculation on the day prescribed for the sending in of the Essays. 

3. The subject shall be selected and notified by the Syndicate not less 
than twelve months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

4. The Essays shall be sent in to the University Registrar on or before 
the second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be designated by a motto 
instead of the w'riter’s name and shall be accompanied by a sealed cover con- 
taining the name of the competitor, his University standing his Post Office 
address, and a declaration that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own

8. A Prize consisting of books of the value of the surplus left over out 
of the annual income of the Fund, after defrajing the cost of the Medal, shall 
also be awarded to the Medallist 

9. The successful Essay may be printed at the discretion of the Syndicate. 

10. The Medal shall not be awarded, to an Essay which, in the opinion 
of the Judges, would not, if printed, be creditable to the University. But a 
Prize of Books of a value to be determined by the Syndicate may be awarded 
to an Essay which, in the opinion of the Judges, is deserving of a reward. 

11. The writer of the Essay to which the Medal or Prize has been awarded 
must obtain the permission of the Syndicate to the printing of it as a Univer- 
sity Prize Essay. 

12. 1\Tienever a year passes wdthout the Medal or Prize being arvarded. the 
interest of the Endownnent shall go towards the printing of Essays and other 
expenses connected with the Prize. 

13. On all occasions of Academical costume. Medallists shall be entitled 
to wear their Medals.

1. “ The Pandit Bhagvanlal Indraji Gold Medal ” and a Prize of Books, 
the aggregate value of the Medal and Books being Rs. 400 (four hundred), shall 
be awarded annually by the Syndicate for the best Essay by a University student, 
in accordance with the subjoined conditions. 

2. Competitors shall be Graduates of the University of Bombay, who shall 
not be of more than fifteen years’ standing from the date of graduation on 
the day prescribed for the sending in of the Essays. 

3. Competitive Essays shall be written in the English language on the 
subject appointed for the current year, and shall be sent in to the University 
Registrar on or before the second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be 
designated by a motto instead of the writer’s name and shall be accompanied 
by a sealed cover containing the name of the competitor, and a declaration 
that the Essay sent in by him is bona fide his own composition.* 

4. The Essay shall be on some subject connected with Indian Epigraphy, 
Antiquities or Archaeology. 

5. The subject for competition is to be selected by the Syndicate and 
notified not less than twelve months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

6. The Judges shall be two in number, and shall be nominated annually 
by the Syndicate. Their decision shall be announced as early as practicable. 

7. The Medal shall be presented to the successful candidate at the Con- 
vocation for conferring Degrees next ensuing after the Judges’ decision. 

8. The Medal and Prize shall not be awarded to an Essay which, in the 
opinion of the Judges, would not, if printed, be creditable to the University.

12. Any surplus funds of this endowment which may accrue in the hands 
of the University after the payment of five per cent of the annual income of 
the endowment to the General Fund of the University shall be applied towards 
the expenses connected with the Medal, Prize and Lectures; and after pay- 
ment of such expenses in such manner as the Syndicate shall think best fitted 
for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

The Narayan Mahadev Parmanand Prize 

1. A Prize, to be called ‘‘The Narayan Mahadev Parmanand Prize" 
consisting of Rs. 200 {tvfo hundred) subject to a deduction of five per cent to 
be contributed to the General Fund of the University of Bombay, or of books 
of the like value, shall be awarded annually to the best Essay in Marathi or 
Gujarati alternately, on some subject connected with (1) Indian Social Reform, 
(2) Philosophy and History of Religions, (3) History, (4) Biography and (5) 
Indian Economics. 

2. Competitors shall be graduates or any persons who have passed any of 
the examinations of the University of Bombay. 

■3. The subject shall be selected and notified by the Syndicate not less 
than twelve months before the day for sending in the essays. 

4. The Essays shall be sent in to the University Registrar on or before 
the second Monday in August Each essay shall be designated by a motto instead 
of the writer’s name and shall be accompanied by a sealed cover containing the 
name of the competitor, his University standing, his Post Office address and 
a declaration that the essay sent in by hirh is bona fide his own composition.* 

5. The judges shall be two in number and shall be nominated by the 
Syndicate.

9. On the occasion when the Prize is not awarded, the money shall be 
applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for 
furthering the object of the endowment. 

The Sir jamshetjee jeejeebhoy (Third Baronet) Prize 

1. A Prize, to be called “The Sm Jamshetjee Jeejeebhoy (Third 
Baronet) Prize,” of the value of Rs. 1,100 (eleven hundred) (in cash), shall be 
awarded every tenth year to the best Essay by a University student in accord- 
ance with the subjoined conditions. 

2. Competitors shall be graduates or under-graduates or members of any 
University. 

3. The subject of the Essay shall be Iranian. It may be on all matters 
appertaining to ancient Iran, such as its history, literature, science, art, religion, 
etc. It may be the translation of an hitherto untranslated Avesta, Pahlavi, 
Cuneiform or Persian book or inscriptions, gems, jewels, etc., of general Iranian 
interest, or the preparation of an edition — collated or uncollated — of an un- 
published manuscript. 

4. The subject shall be selected and notified by the Syndicate not less 
than eighteen months before the day for sending in the Essays. 

5. Each Essay shall be written in English and sent to the University 
Registrar on or before the second Monday in August. Each Essay shall be 
signed by the writer and shall be accompanied by a statement giving his Uni- ' 
versity standing, if any, his Post Office address, and a declaration that the ' 
Essay sent in by him is bona fide his otvn composition.* 

6. The Judges shall be two in number and shall be nominated by the Syn- 
dicate. Their decision shall be announced as early as practicable. The hono- 
rarium for each Judge shall be ten guineas. 

* Note : — ^Writers of Essays for the University Prizes and Medals must always give 
authorities for statements made where the statements are not their own, and a list of all • 
the books consulted, or referred to in the Essays, and specific references for all statements ^ 
which demand verification. Disregard of this rule will be taken into account in adjudging 
the Essays. 
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7. The Prize shall not be aivarded to an Essay which, in the opinion of 
the Judges, is not deserving of a reward. 

8. The said Essay, translation or edition shall be printed, and published 
by the University, provided always that all expenses of, or incidental to, the 
printing and publication of the work shall not exceed one-fourth of the total 
amount available after ten years. 

9. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

10. On the occasions when the Prize is not awarded, the money shall be 
applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for 
furthering the object and purposes of the endo^s•mcnt.

The M. R. Paranjpc Memorial Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The M, R. Patc^njpe ME\toTOAL Prize'" shall be 
awarded by the University of Bombay out of the income collected by the M. R. 
Paranjpe Memorial Fund Committee and handed over to the University of 
Bombay, subject to the following conditions. 

2. The object of the Prize is to reward original research in Education carried 
out by a graduate of the Bombay University or of any University in the State 
of Maharashtra. 

3. The amount of the Prize shall not be less than Rs. 300. 

4. Candidates for the prize shall submit two copies, either printed or type- 
written, of papers or memoirs containing the results of original research, on an 
educational stibject to be selected and notified by the Syndicate not less than two 
years before the date fixed for sending in the papers or memoirs, completed or 
published during the period since the last award of the prize. The papers or 
memoirs shall be sent to the University Registrar on or before the last Monday 
in July. No paper or memoir which has previously been awarded any prize or 
has been submitted as a thesis or dissertation for any degree in this or any other 
University can be submitted in competition for the Prize. 

5. The Syndicate of the Bombay University shall appoint two examiners to 
judge the papers or memoirs submitted for the prize. These examiners shall submit 
not more^an three names fm order of merit) of candidates whose work is in their 
ojanion deserving of such a prize. If. in their opinion, no candidate has submitted 
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papers or memoirs of sufficient merit, the prize sliaU not be awarded. Each 
Examiner may be paid an honorarium not exceeding Rs. 75 as determined by the 
Syndicate out of the income of the Fund. 

6. Any prize not awarded on anj occasion shall be awarded as a second prize 
on a future occasion, in case tw^o candidates are judged deserving of a prize. 

7. The prize shall be advertised as soon as there is a sufiicient balance in 
the current account of the Fund for the award of the prize. 

8. The annual income of tlie Endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

FELLOWSHIPS, SCHOLARSHIPS, PRIZES AND MEDALS 
AWARDED ON THE RESULTS OF THE VARIOUS

FIRST YEAR ARTS (GROUP A) EXAMINATION 
I SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Bai Dayacorc Morarbhoy Vijbhukhandas Sanskrit Scholarship* 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Bai Dayaoore Moeakehoy Vd- 
bhukhandas Sanskrit Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 166 (one Jiundred and 
sixty-six), shall be aw^’^ried eveiy year by the Syndicate to the candidate who 
passes with the second highest number of marks in Sanskrit at the First Year 
Examination in Arts. The Scholarship will be tenable for one year at any of 
the constituent Colleges or rnstitutions in Arts of the University of Bombaj'. 

2. The candidate elected must satisfy the Syndicate, within six W’eeks from 
the date of election, that he has joined a constituent College. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarship shall, subject to a deduction of five per 
cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University, be payable half- 
yearly by the University Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such 
College, who shall certify under his signature on such bill that the scholar is in 
regular attendance at the College, tliat his conduct is good, and that his progress 
in University studies is satisfactory, 

4. Should the Scholar discontinue his University studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of the College, it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate, 
to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare the Scholarship forfeited. 

5. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Scholarship during 
any year or part of a year, shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as 
they shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the 
endowment 


Upto 1963, the Scholarship used to be awarded at the Inter. Arts examination. 
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The Professor F. Correia-Afonso Scholarship 

1. A scholarship to be called ‘ The Proeessor F. CoRuriA-AroNSO Scholar- 
ship’ of the value of the annual income of the endowment of Rs. 10.000/- (subject 
to the five per cent deduction mentioned below) and tenable for one year, shall 
be awarded annually to the candidate who passes the First Year Arts Examination 
(Group A) with the highest number of marks in the subjects of English Prose & 
Poetry (Texts) and Composition in English taken together on condition that he 
continues his studies for the B.A. degree of this University. 

2. The candidate to whom the Scholarship is awarded must satisfy the 
Syndicate within sbe weeks from the declaration of the award that he has joined 
a constituent Arts college and is prosecuting his studies for the B.A. Degree 
Examination. 

3. The stipend of tlie scholarship shall be payable half-yearly in arrears 
on a bill to be drawn by the Principal of the College who shall certify under his 
signature that the candidate is regular in attendance at the college, that his 
conduct is good and that his progress in University studies is satisfactory. 

4. Should the scholar discountinuc his studies, or be unfavourably reported 
on by the Principal of his college, it shall be in the discretion of the SjTidicate 
to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare the scholarship forfeited. 

5. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five percent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

6. Any surplus which may arise from the scholarship not being awarded 
during any year, shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall 
think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

II PRIZES 

The Vcnayckrao Jugonnathji Sunkersett Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The Venayekrao Jugonnathji Sunkersett 
Prize,” consisting of books of the value of Rs. 180 (one hundred and eighty), 
shall be awarded every year to the candidate who passes the First Year Exam- 
ination in Arts with the highest marks for proficiency in Sanskrit. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the Prize may be awarded shall be 
published with the list of successful candidates. 

The Wasant Dattatraya Wagh Prizes 

1. Two Prizes, each to be called “The Wasant Dattatraya Wagh Prize” 
of the value of half of the net yearly interest realised on the endowment fund of 
Rs. 15.000/- (Rupees Fifteen thousand) subject to the deduction of five percent 
mentioned hereafter, shall be awarded every year in cash by the Syndicate,^ one

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to the candidate who secures the highest number of marks on the aggregate at 
the First Year Examination in Arts (Group A) and the other to the "candidate 
who secures the highest number of marks on the aggregate at the First Year 
Examination in Science (Group B). 

2. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

3. Any surplus which may arise in connection with the endowment from 
any cause whatsoever, shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
may deem best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

INTERMEDIATE EXAMINATION IN ARTS 
I SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Varjivandas Madhavdas Sanskrit Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Varjivandas Madhavdas Sanskrit 
SCHOIARSHIP,” of the value of Rs. 180 (one hundred and eighty) per annum, shall 
be awarded every year to the candidate who passes the Intermediate Examination 
in Arts with the highest number of marks in Sanskrit and is recommended for 
the Scholarship by the Sanskrit Examiners, on condition that he continues his 
studies in Sanskrit for the Examination for the Degree of B.A. during his tenure 
of the Scholarship at one of the constituent Colleges or Institutions of the 
University of Bombay. 

2. The candidate elected must satisfy the Registrar, within six weeks from 
the date of election, that he has duly joined a constituent College or Institution. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be paid half-yearly on a bill drawn by 
the Head of the constituent College or Institution, who shall certify, under his 
signature on such bill, that the Scholar is in regular attendance at the College 
or Institution, and that his conduct is good. 

4. Should the Scholar discontinue his University studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of his College or Institution, the Syndicate shall declare 
the Scholarship to be forfeited. 

5. .Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Scholarship or 
otherwise shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think 
best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

The Sir Frank Souter Scholarships 

1, Two Scholarships, to be called “The Sir Frank Souter Scholarships 
FOR THE Intermediate Arts Examination,” each of the value of Rs. 14 (fourteen) 
per mensem, tenable for one year, shall be awarded every year to the two 
Muhammadan candidates who pass the Intermediate Arts Examination with the 
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highest number of marks, on condition that they continue their studies during 
the tenure of the Scholarships at one of the constituent Colleges or Institutions of 
the University of Bombay. If however, a candidate has obtained the Ibrahim- 
bhoy Rahimtulla Khoja Testimonial Scholarship, the Sir Frank Souler Scho- 
larship shall be awarded to the next best Muhammadan candidate. 

2. The candidates elected must satisfy the Registrar within six weeks from 
the date of election, that they have duly joined a constituent College or Institution. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarships shall be paid half-yearly on a bill drawn by 
the Head of the constituent College or Institution, who shall certify under his 
signature on such bill, that the Scholars are in regular attendance at the College 
or Institution, that their conduct is good, and that their progress in University 
studies is satisfactory. 

4. Should the Scholars discontinue their University studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of their College or Institution, it sliall be in the discretion 
of the Syndicate to suspend the Scholars or to declare the Scholarships to be 
forfeited. 

5. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Scholarships or 
otherwise, shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think 
best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment.

The Majmudar Manishankar Kikani Sanskrit Scholorship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Mwmudar ManisHanicae Kikani 
Sanskrit Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 8 feight) per mensem, tenable for two 
years, shall be awarded biennially* ** or whenever vacant. 

2. “The Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who passes the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts with the highest number of marks in Sanskrit 
and who has previously studied for not less than two years in a High School or 
Schools in Kathiawar before his passing the Matriculation Examination. Failing 
such a candidate, the scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who passes 
the examination with the highest number of marks in Sanskrit from among natives 
of Gujarat irrespective of the place of the High School /Schools where he may 
have studied. 

3. If the qualified candidate obtains the Varjivandas Madhavdas Sanskrit 
Scholarship the Scholarship will be awarded to the qualified candidate who stands 
next highest, in Sanskrit at the Intermediate Examination.

1. A scholarship, to be called “The Bhavnagar Percival Scholarship,” 
of the value of Rs. 10 (ten) per mensem, tenable for one year, shall be awarded every 
year to the candidate who, having matriculated from any School at Nadiad or 
Bhavnagar, passes the Intermediate Examination in Arts with the highest number 
of marks from the Gujarat or Samaldas College, and prosecutes his studies at a 
recognized College. 

2. The Candidate elected must satisfy the Registrar, within six weeks from 
the date of election, that he has joined a recognized College. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly on a bill to be 
drawn by the Head of the College, who shall certify under his si^ature on such bill 
that the Scholar is in regular attendance at the College, that his conduct is good, 
and that his progress in University studies is satisfactory. 

4. Should the Scholar discontinue his University studies, or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of the College, it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate 
to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare the Scholarship forfeited.

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per annum and tenable for two years, shall be awarded every alternate t year to 
the candidate who, having Matriculated from a High Scliool in Cuich, passes the 
Intermediate Examination in Arts with the higlicst number of marks and prosecutes 
his studies for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts at a College recognised in Arts 
up to the B.A. 

2. Failing a candidate qualified under the preceding regulation, the Scholar- 
ship shall be awarded to a Culchi or a Gujarati.* whether Hindu or Mahomedan, 
who passes the Intermediate Arts Examination with the highest number of marks 
and thereafter studies at the Institution mentioned above, preference being given 
to a Cutchi candidate. 

3. Candidates for the Scholarship must forward their applications to the 
Registrar in the prescribed form, with their applications for permission to attend 
the Intermediate Examination in Arts of the same year. 

4. The candidate elected must satisfy the Registrar, within six weeks from 
the date of election, that he has joined a constituent College or Institution. 

5. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly on a bill to be 
dratvn by the Head of the College or Institution, who shall certify under his signa- 
ture on such bill that the scholar is in regular attendance at the College or 
Institution, that his conduct is good, and tliat his progress in his studies is 
satisfactory.

L A Scholarship, to be called “ The Wordsworth Scholarship,’’ of the value 
of Rs. 20 (twenty) per month and tenable for one year, and a Prize, to be called 
“ The Wordsworth Prize,” consisting of books of the value of Rs. 45 (forty-five) 
shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Arts with the highest number of marks in World History 
on condition that he prosecutes his studies for the B.A. Degree at a constituent 
College of the University of Bombay. The successful candidate must satisfy the 
Syndicate tvithin six weeks from the date of award that he has joined such a 
College with a view to prosecuting his studies for the B.A. Degree. 

2. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such College, who shall certify

The Gangabai Bhat Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “ The Gangabai Bhat Scholarship,” of the 
value of Rs. 156 (one hundred and fifty-six) and tenable for one year, shall be 
awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts with the highest number of marks from among unmarried 
Hindu* female candidates, on condition that she prosecutes her studies at a 
constituent College or Institution. 

2. Failing a qualified Hindu female candidate,^the Scholarship shall be 
awarded on like conditions to an unmarried Hindu male candidate who passes 
the Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

3. Candidates for the Scholarship must forward their applications for it, 
under the prescribed form, with their applications to appear at the Intermediate 
Examination in Arts in connection with which the Scholarship is awarded. 

4. The candidate who is awarded the Scholarship must satisfy the Syndicate, 
within six weeks from the date of her or his election, that she or he has joined a 
constituent College. 

5. The stipend of the Scholarship shall, subject to a deduction of five per cent 
to be contributed to the General Fund of the University, be payable half-yearly by 
the University Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such College, who 
shall certify under his signature on such bill that the Scholar is in regular attendance 
at the College, that her or his conduct is good, and that her or his progress in 
University studies is satisfactory. 

6. Should the Scholar discontinue her or his University studies, or be un- 
favourably reported on by the Head of the College, it shall be in the discretion of 
the Syndicate to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare the .Scholarship 
forfeited,

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Rao Bahadur Parvatishankar 
Manishankar Dave Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 13 (thirteen) per mensem, 
and tenable for one year, shall be awarded every year by the Syndicate to the 
Vadanagara Vaidik* Nagar Brahman, native of the Surat District,! who passes 
the Intermediate Examination in Arts with the highest number of marks and 
prosecutes his studies for the B.A. Examination. Failing in any year a Vada- 
nagara Vaidik Nagar Brahman, native of the Surat District, the Scholarship shall 
be continued for one more year to the candidate who secured it the previous year, 
and failing any such candidate, the Scholarship shall be awarded to the Vada- 
nagara Vaidik Nagar Brahman of Gujarat, Kathiawar, Kachha, and other places 
in that order. 

2. A Scholarship, to be called “The Nandashankar Parvatishankar 
Dave Scholarship of the value of Rs. 10 (ten) per mensem, and tenable for one 
year, shall be awarded annually by the SjTidicate to the Vadanagara Vaidik* 
Nagar Brahman, native of the Surat District,! who passes the First LL.B. Exam- 
ination with the highest number of marks and prosecutes his studies for the Second 
LL.B. Examination, preference being given when there are candidates who have 
passed the First LL.B. Examination in different years to the candidate who has 
passed earlier than the rest.

condition that he prosecutes his studies at a constituent College or Institution.

Rs. 190/- (One hundred and ninety) per annum (subject to the five 
per cent deduction mentioned below) and tenable for two years, shall be awarded 
annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the Intermediate Examina- 
tion in Arts with the highest number of marks in Ardha-Magadhi, on condition 
that he prosecutes his studies for the examination for the degree of B.A. at a 
constituent college of this University with atleast two papers in Ardha-Magadhi. 

2. In the event of there being more than one candidate for the Scholarship 
fulfilling the foregoing condition, the Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate 
who appears from, the University records to have obtained the highest number of 
marks at the Matriculation Examination, provided always that no candidate who 
has once held the Scholarship be eligible for re-appointment. 

3. In the event of the candidate securing the highest number of marks in 
Ardha-Magadhi being found ineligible for the award for any reason or refusing 
the award, the Scholarship shall be awarded to the next best eligible candidate, 
provided, however, that the award shall not be made to any candidate who 
stands lower in rank than the fifth m order of merit in the subject.

The Dr. F. G. Selby Memorial Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be designated “ The Dr. F. G. Selby Memorial Scholar- 
ship,” of the value of the annual income of the Fund, viz., Rs. 180 (one hundred 
and eighty) per annum (subject to the five per cent deduction mentioned below) 
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and tenable for two years, shall be awarded every alternatef year by the Syndicate 
to the candidate who passes the Intermediate Examination in Arts of the year 
with the highest number of marks in Logic from among the candidates for the 
Scholarship on condition that he prosecutes his studies for the Examination for 
the B.A. (Special) Degree at a constituent College in Arts, of this University and 
selects the Philosophy Group (six or eight papers) for that examination. 

2. In the event of there being more than one candidate fulfilling the fore- 
going condition, the Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who has 
obtained a higher aggregate of marks at the Intermediate Examination in Arts. 

3. Candidates for the Scholarship must forward their applications for it 
under the prescribed form, with their applications for admission to the Inter- 
mediate Examination in Arts. 

4. The candidate to whom the Scholarship is awarded must satisfy the 
Syndicate within four weeks from the date of the award that he is prosecuting his 
studies for the Examination for the B.A. (Special) Degree at a constituent College 
in Arts of this University and that he has selected the Philosophy group (six or 
eight papers) for that examination. 

5. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such College, who shall certify 
over his signature thereon that the Scholar is in regular attendance at the College, 
that his conduct is good, and that his progress in University studies is satisfactory. 

6. Should the Scholar discontinue his University studies, or change his 
optional subject, or be unfavourably reported on by the Head of his College, 
the Scholarship shall be forfeited. 

7. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be allowed to accumulate until it amounts to Rs. 500 
(five hundred) when it shall be added to the principal and used for increasing 
the half-yearly stipends payable. 

The Bai Jaiji Palionji Lalcaca Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be designed “The Bai Jaui Pallonji Lalcaca 
Scholarship.” of the value of Rs. ISO (one hundred and eighty) per annum and 
tenable for a period of two years, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate 
to the candidate who passes the Intermediate Examination in Arts with the 
highest total of marks from among the female candidates, on condition that she 
prosecutes her studies for the Honours Examination for the B.A. Degree at a 
constituent College of the University of Bombay. 

tThe Scholarship is awarded every even year. 
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2. The successful candidate must satisfy the Syndicate within three weeks of 
the commencement of the first term in Arts following the Examination that she 
has joined a constituent College with a view to prosecuting her studies for the B.A.

5. Any surplus which may accrue by reason of the forfeiture or vacancy of 
the Scholarship shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as they may deem 
best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment, viz., the encouragement of 
higher education among female candidates. 

6. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University.

3. Whenever the prize is not awarded, the money will be reserved to be 
applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering 
the object of the endowment. 

The Khan Bahadur Fardunji M. Dastur Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “ "niE Khan Bahadur Fardunji M. Dastur Prize," 
consisting of books of the value of Rs. 95 (ninety-five) shall be awarded every 
year to the candidate who passes the B.A. (Special) Examination with the highest 
percentage of marks in six or eight papers, as the case may be, in the Mathematics 
group at the B.A. Special Examination. 

2. The name, of the candidate to whom the Prize is awarded shall be published 
with the list of successful candidates. 

3. The annual income of the endoivment shall be subject to a deduction of 5 
per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

4. Whenever the Prize is not awarded, the money shall be reserved to be 
applied by the Syndicate in such maimer as they shall think best fitted for further- 
ing the object of the endowment.

The Sagarmal Khaitan Memorial Prize 

1. A Prize to be called " The Sagarmal Khaitan Memorial Prize,*’ of the value 
of Rs. 75/- shall be awarded annually (in cash or in books at the option of the 
recipient) to the candidate who passes the B.A. Special examination with the 
highest number of marks in the six papers in Hindi. In the event of there being 
no such candidate in any year, the Prize shall be awarded in that year to the 
candidate who passes with the highest number of marks in Hindi at the Inter- 
mediate Arts, Intermediate Science or Intermediate Commerce Examination, 
preference being given to the examination in the order mentioned. 

2. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Prize during any 
year or part of a year shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
5 per cent as contribution to the General Fund of the University. 

The Dossabhai Framji Karaka Memorial Prize 

1. “The Dossabhai Eeiamji Karaka Memorial Prize,” shall be awarded 
annually to the candidate who passes the B.A. Examination of this University with 
the highest number of marks in the aggregate of all the eiglit papers in ^glish 
Honours or of all the possible papers in English as a voluntary’ subject for Honours 
that could be offered for the examination under the rules obtaining at the time of 
the award. 

2. If at any time hereafter English ceases to be a voluntary subject for the 
B.A. Examination, the Prize shall be awarded every alternate year in which' the 
“ Duke of Edinburgh Fellowshif ” is not available for award to the candidate 
who obtains the highest percentage of marks at the B.A. Examination as a whole. 
The amount of the prize to be awarded under this rule shall represent the amount 
of interest received during two years, subject to a deduction of 5 per cent to be 
contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

3. The candidate shall have the option to receive the prize either in the form of 
books of the total amount or in cash and books in the proportion of 3 to 1 of the 
whole amount. 

4. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the prize in any year 
shall be added to the principal.

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The Shri Deoomal Kaliandas Chabria Prizes 

1. Two Prizes, one to be called the “Shei Deoomal Kaliandas Chabria 
First Prize in Sindhi Language” and the other to be called the “Shri 
Deoomal Kaliandas Chabria Second Prize in Sindhi Language ” shall be 
awarded annually by the Syndicate out of the annual income of the endowment 
(G.P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 10,000/-) respectively, to the two candidates 
who obtain the highest and the second highest number of marks in the two 
papers in Sindhi which are common for the B.A. (General) and the B.A. (Special) 
Examinations, from among the successful candidates at the above examinations. 

2. The prizes shall be paid in cash. 

3. The first prize shall be of the value of Rs. 165/- (one hundred and 
sixty-five) and the second of the value of Rs. 120/- (one hundred and twenty). 
If G.P. Notes of the face value of Rs. 10,000/- are substituted by any other 
investment, the ratio of the prizes, shall be nearly the same. 

4. If at any time “Sindhi” ceases to be a language for the B.A. Exam- 
ination the prizes shall be awarded in Hindi on the same terms and conditions. 

5. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 5% 
to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

6. Any surplus which may arise in connection with the above endowment, 
from any cause whatsoever, shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as 
they may deim best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

The Sadashiv Kanoji Patil Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “ The Sadashiv Kanoji Patil Prize ” of the annual 
value of the interest accruing to the endowment fund (subject to the five per cent 
deduction mentioned below) i.e. Rs. 284/- shall be awarded every year, either in 
cash or books at the winner’s option, to the candidate who passes the B.A. (Special) 
examination of the University with the highest percentage of marks in the aggregate 
of 6 papers or 8 papers, as the case may be, in the Politics Group at the B.A. 
(Special) examination. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the prize is awarded shall be 
published with the list of successful candidates at the examination. 

3. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 5 per 
cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University of Bombay. 

4. Any surplus which may arise in connection with the endowment from 
any cause whatsoever, shall be added to the corpus of the fund. 

The Kum. Kusum Sohani Prize 

1. , A Prize to be called “ The Kumari Kusum Sohani Prize ” of the value 
of the net income accruing to the credit of the endowment fund (3 per cent 
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Government Conversion Bonds 1985-86 of the face value of Rs. 10,000/-) subject 
to the five per cent deduction mentioned below, i.c, Rs. 285/- sliall be awarded 
every year to the candidate who obtains the highest number of marks on the 
grand total among all the successful jeiuale candidates at the B.A. (General) and 
the B.A. (Special) Examinations, provided that she passes the examination \vith 
at least Second Qass. 

2. K the candidate qualified under Regulation No. 1 is for any reason 
ineligible under the Ordinances and Regulations of the University for a prize or 
other award, the Prize shall be awarfed by the Syndicate to the next best 
eligible female candidate provided that she passes the examination with at least 
Second Class. 

3. The Prize shall be paid in, cash or books at the tvinner’s option. 

4. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

5. Any surplus wliich may arise in connection tvith this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be utilised by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
may deem best fitted for furthering the object purposes of the endowment. 

IV MEDALS 

The Dadoba Pandurang Tarkhadkar Gold Medal and Prize 

1. A Gold Medal, to be called the “Dadoba Pandurang TarkhAdkar 
Gold Medal,’’ of the value of Rs. 130 (one hundred and thirty), shall be 
awarded annually to a candidate who passes the B.A. Examination of this Univer- 
sity with Honours in Marathi and obtains the highest number of marks in his 
Honours subject, on condition that he prosecutes his studies for the M.A. 
Examination •with Marathi as his Principal language. 

2. The Medal shall be awarded to the candidate only on production by 
him of a certificate from his University Teacher stating that he has attended 
lectures for the M.A. Examination in Marathi for a period of two terms. In 
default of the production of such a certificate, the Gold Medal shall be awarded 
to the next best candidate who fulfils the above condition. 

3. A Prize of the value of Rs. 230 (hvo hundred and thirty) to be called 
“The Dadoba Pandurang Tarkhadkar Prize” shall be awarded every year 
to a graduate of this University for a work in Marathi on any literary, dramatic, 
social, historical, political, economic, scientific, philosophical or religious subject, 
which in the opinion of the committee hereafter mentioned shall be the best 
production of the year, provided that no person who has been awarded the 
prize on two occasions shall be eligible for any further award. 

4. Applicants for the prize shall fonvard to the Syndicate on or before 
the 4th Monday in September every year at least four copies of the publication 
which they desire to be considered for this prize. 
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5. TTie Syndicate shall forward all publications received as aforesaid to 
the Committee mentioned in the next following regulation, who shall report to 
the Syndicate the name of the person whom they consider deserving of the prize. 

6. The Dadoba Pandurang Tarkhadkar Prize Selection Committee shall 
consist of three Marathi Scholars nominated in the first instance by the donors 
Messrs. Balabhai Jamnadas and B. S. Turkhad. In the case of any vacancy or 
vacancies occurring on the Committee by death, retirement or otherwise, the 
vacancy shall be filled by a nomination or nominations made by the Vice- 
Chancellor. No member of this committee shall be eligible for the above Prize 
so long as he is a member of the committee. 

7. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of 5 per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may arise from the non-award of the medal or the 
prize or both during any year may be applied by the Syndicate in such manner 
as they tliink best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the Endowment.

The St. Xavier’s Urdu Gold Medal for B.A. 

1. A Gold Medal, entitled “The St. Xavier’s Urdu Gold Medal for 
B.A.” of the approximate value of Rs. 140 shall be awarded every year to the 
candidate who passes the B.A. Special Examination of this University with 
Honours in Urdu and obtains the highest number of marks in the papers in 
Urdu. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the medal is awarded shall be 
published in the list of successful candidates. 

3. If, for any reason, in any year the award cannot be made, the amount 
so saved shall be expended by the Syndicate in such manner as they may think 
best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

4. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 5 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

M.A. EXAMINATION 
I FELLOWSHIP 

The Balwantrai Kalianrai Thakore Research Fellowships and Gold' 

Medal 

(a) Research Fellowships 

1. Two Research Fellowships to be called “The Balwantrai Kalianrai 
Thakore Research Fellowships,” of the value of Rs. 75 per month and tenable 



for two years. sbaW be awarded, one every year, by the Syndicate to the candi- 
date who passes the M.A. Examination and secures the highest percentage of 
marks in the papers on Gujarati, provided he has taken Gujarati as liis Principal 
or only subject for the examination and is placed in the First Qass. 

2. If in any particular year there is no such successful candidate securing 
a First Class with Gujarati as his Principal or his only subject, no award shall 
be made. 

3. The candidate to whom the Fellowship is awarded shall agree to work 
for his Ph.D, degree in Gujarati under the direct guidance (not by correspondence) 
of a teacher recognized for the purpose and carry on research in Gujarati on a 
subject of research approved by the University teacher guiding him, with a view 
to submitting a thesis for the Ph.D. degree. He shall not accept any service during 
the period of his Fellowship nor study for any other degree or diploma at tlie 
same time. 

In case the candidate to whom the Fellowship is awarded docs not agree to 
work for his Ph.D, in Gujarati as provided for above or docs not begin his work 
in time as provided in condition No. 5 below, the Syndicate shall award the 
Fellowship to the next best candidate, provided he has secured a First Class at 
the M.A. with Gujarati as his Principal or only subject for the examination. 

4. The Fellowship shall be tenable for a period of two years from the date 
after the award, on which the student commences his work under the guidance 
of a recognized University teacher. 

5. The Research Fellow who docs not begin his work within one month 
from the date of the award of the Fellowship is liable to forfeit it, unless the 
Syndicate extend the time for satisfactory reasons. 

6. Should the Research Fellow discontinue studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by the guiding teacher, it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate 
to stop payment of any stipend or stipends or to declare the Fellowship forfeited. 

7. The Research Fellow during the tenure of his Fellowship shall engage 
diligently in his work and shall submit periodical reports of the progress of his 
work through his guiding teacher to the Syndicate, as in the case of Univer- 
sity Research Studentships. 

^ (b) Gold Medal 

1. A Gold Medal to be called “The Balwantrai Kalianrai ThakoRE 
Gold Med^,” of the approximate value of Rs. 220, shall be awarded every year 
to the candidate who passes the M.A. Examination with Principal subject Gujarati 
or with Gujarad alone and secures the highest percentage of marks in the papers 
on Gujarati provided he secures at least a Second Class. 

2. The Medal shall be presented to the candidate at the Convocation for 

confemng Degrees. , • i . 
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3. The income of the fund of the Fellowships and the Medal shall be 
subject to a deduction of 5% to be contributed to the General Fund of the 
University', 

4. The balance of the Annual Income from the fund left after the award 
of the Fellowships and the Medal shall be used by the Syndicate in making a 
grant (of not more than Rs.200) to a B. K. Tliakore Research Fellow towards the 
publication of his thesis, provided the referees have recommended Ihe thesis as 
worthy of publication. 

5. The surplus which may accrue due to the non-award or forfeiture of 
the Fellowships or non-award of the Gold Medal of or the publication grant shall 
be allowed to accumulate and when the amount thus, accumulated is sufficient, the 
Syndicate may aAvard in any particular year two such Fellowships (instead of one) 
to candidates who secure the highest percentage of marks in Gujarati at the M.A. 
Examination, provided they have taken Gujarati as their Principal or only subject 
for the examination and are placed in the First Oass, the other conditions regard- 
ing the award of the Fellowships remaining the same. 

n SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Bhugwandas Purshottamdas Sanskrit Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Bhugwandas Purshottamdas 
Sanskrit Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 720 (seven hundred and twenty) 
tenable for one year, and payable half-yearly, shall be awarded every year to the 
candidate who passes the M.A. Examination \vith the highest marks for profi- 
ciency in Sanskrit, provided that the Scholarship shall not be awarded except to 
a candidate whom the examiners consider deserving of reward for his special 
knowledge and ability as a Sanskrit scholar. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the Scholarship may be awarded 
shall be published with the list of the successful candidates. 

3. Whenever the Scholarship is not awarded, the money shall be reserved 
to be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for 
furthering the object of the endowment. 

The Jamshedji Nussarwanji Petit Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “ The Jamshedji Nussarwanji Petit Scholar- 
ship," of the value of Rs. 800 (eight hundred only) per annum tenable for one 
year and payable half-yearly, shall be awarded every year to the candidate who 
passes the Examination for the Degree of M.A. with the highest number of 
marks in Avesta and Pahlavi. 

2. The name of the successful candidate shall be published with the list 
of candidates who pass the Examination for the Degree of M.A. 
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3. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the Schotarehip during 
any year or part of a year shall be added to the principal and such accumula- 
tions shall be eventually used for founding another Scholarship or Prize, as 
the Senate may deem fit. 

The Sir Lawrence Jenkins Schokarship 

1. A Scholarship to be designated ’‘Tun Sir Lawrence Jenkins ScholaR- 
sinp,” of the value of Rs. 236 (two hundred and thirty-six) per annum and 
tenable for two years, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candi- 
date who passes tlie Examination for the Degree of M.A. with the highest 
number of marks from among the candidates for the Scholarship on condition 
that he prosecutes his studies for the Degree of LL.B. or LL.M. at a constituent 
Law college/ Department of Law of this University. 

2. Failing a qualified candidate under the preceding Regulation, the 
Scholarship shall, on the same conditions, be divided equally between two candi- 
dates who pass with Honours the Examination for the Degree of B.A. tvith the 
highest percentage of marks from among the candidates for the Scholarship. 

3. Candidates for the Scholarship must forward their applications for it 
under the prescribed form, with their applications for permission to appear at 
the B.A. or M.A. Examination, as tlie case may be 

4. The candidate or candidates to whom the Scholarship is awarded must 
satisfy the Syndicate, within four weeks from the date of the award that he has 
or they have joined a constituent Law Collegc/Departmcnt of Law of this 
University. 

5. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the 
University Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such College/ Depart- 
ment who shall certify over his signature thereon lliat the Scholar is in regular 
attendance at the Law College/Department of Law, that liis conduct is good, and 
that his progress in his legal studies is satisfactory. 

6. Should the Scholar discontinue his legal studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of his Collcge/Department or fail during the tenure of 
the Scholarship, to pass a University Examination in Law. it shall be in the dis- 
cretion of the Syndicate to stop payment of tlie stipend or to declare the Scholar- 
ship forfeited. 

7. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 

any cause whatsoever shall be allowed to accumulate until it amounts to 
Rs. 500 when it shall be added to the principal and used for increasing the 
stipend of the Scholarship. ^ 
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The Miss Sokaribai S. Mankar Scholarship and the 
Dinanath S. Mankar Gold Medal 

1. A Gold Medal to be designated “The Dinanath S. Mankar Gold 
Medal” shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate of the University of 
Bombay to the candidate male or female, who passes the Secondary School 
Certificate Examination in subjects and with the percentage of marks prescribed 
by the University of Bombay for admission to any of its courses of study, with 
the highest total of marks in the aggregate from among the candidates sent up 
by any registered school in the town and island of Bombay on condition that 
the recipient prosecutes his or her studies at any constituent College of the 
University of Bombay for a period of at least one academic year. 

2. In the event of the successful candidate failing to comply with the 
condition laid down in the preceding regulation, the medal shall be awarded on 
the same condition to the next best candidate belonging to a registered school 
in the town and island of Bombay. 

3. A Scholarship, to be designated “The Miss Sokaribai S. Mankar 
Scholarship," of the value of Rs. 240 (Two himdred and forty) per annum and 
tenable for a period of one year, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the 
candidate who passes the Examination for the Degree of M.A., with the highest 
total of marks from among the female candidates. 

4. Failing a successful candidate under Regulation 3, the Scholarship shall 
be awarded to the candidate who passes the Final Examination for the Degrees of 
M.B., B.S. held at the end of the academic year with the second highest total of 
marks from among the female candidates. 

5. Failing a qualified candidate under either Regulation 3 or Regulation 4, 
the Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who passes the Examination 
for the Degree of B.A. with Honours with the highest percentage of marks in the 
total from among the female candidates. 

6. The stipends of the Scholarship shall be payable half- 5 'early in arrears on 
bills to be drawn by the Scholar. 

7. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from any 
cause whatsoever shall be allowed to accumulate until it amounts to Rs. 500 
(five hundred), when it shall be added to the principal and used for increasing the 
value of the ^holarship. 

The Sir William Wcdderburn Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be designated ‘The Sir William Wedderburn 
Scholarship ’ of the value of Rs. 400/- (Rupees Four hundred) per annum and 
tenable for a period of one year, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to a 
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graduate of this University who passes the examination _ for the degree of M.A. 
with the highest percentage of marks in the four or eight papers, as the case 
may be. in the subject of Branch II— in the following order of rotation. 

History. 

Economics, 

Sociology. 

Politics. 

2. Tlie stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly in arrears on 
bills to be preferred by the scholar. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

4. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
may deem best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

The Sir Pherozeshah M. Mehta Research Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship to be designated, ‘The Sir Pherozeshah M. Mehta 
Research Scholarship ' of the value of Rs. 800/- (Rupees Eight hundred) per 
annum and tenable for a period of three years, shall be awarded triennially by 
the Syndicate to the Graduate of this University who passes the examination 
for the degree of M.A. with the highest total of marks in the subjects of History 
(Group i and Group ii) and Economics (Group i and Group ii or Group lii or 
Group iv) and History (Group i) combined with Economics (Group i), on the 
following conditions : — 

(a) that the candidate to whom the award is made agrees to do, and docs 
to the satisfaction of the Syndicate, research work in either History 
or Economics during his tenure of the scholarship ; 

(b) that at the end of every six months the Scholar shall submit to the 
Registrar for approval by the Syndicate a full report of the research work 
done by him during the period ; 

(c) that any paper written by him during the tenure of the scholarship 
upon any subject connected with his research work shall, if published 
by him, be published only as the Sir Pherozeshah M. Mehta Scholar 
of this University. 

2. The Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly in advance on bills to be 
preferred by the Scholar. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University, 

4. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from any 
cause whatsoever shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as they may 
deem best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 
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m PRIZES 

The Sujna Gokuiji Zala Vedanta Prize 

1. A prize of Rs. 400/- (four hundred) to be called “The Sujna Gokuui 
Zala Vedanta Prize ” shall be awarded annually at the M.A. Examination. The 
prize shall be open for competition only to those who offer Vedanta Shastra as 
their optional subject for Papers V and VL Candidates for the prize shall 
appear for an examination in a special paper to be set on the prescribed books 
on Vedanta and to be answered by the candidates in Sanskrit. The prize shall 
be awarded to the candidate who is reported by the examiners in the special 
papers as most proficient in the portion of the Vedanta of Shankaracharya pres- 
cribed by the University for the M.A, Examination and as having shown cons- 
picuous merit therein. The examiners of the special papers shall consult the 
examiners of the paper on Vedanta of Shankara. viz., Paper V, and shall declare 
and certify that they have so consulted them regarding the performance of the 
candidate/s in Paper V before arriving at their decision in the matter of the 
award of the prize. 

2. Candidates for the Prize must forward an application in the prescribed 
form, with their applications for permission to appear at the M.A. Examination. 

3. Sums undisposed of under the above rules will be applied by the Syndicate 
to the furtherance of the general purposes of the endowment especially as follows : 
It may be awarded to any Graduate of whatever standing, or any learned person 
who shall write the best Essay in English on a subject connected with the Vedanta 
as expounded by the Shankara school, provided the Essay is in the opinion of tlie 
Judges, deserving of a reward. 

4. Failing disposal according to either of the above alternatives, the Prize 
will be awarded to the best translator or editor of any work selected by the Univer- 
sity on the said subject, provided the edition or translation is, in the opinion of the 
Judges, deserving of a reward. 

5. The writer of the Essay to which the Prize has been awarded must obtain 
the permission of the Syndicate to the printing of it as a University Prize Essay. 

6. Whenever, and so far as the funds available will permit, the said Essay, 
translation or edition shall be printed and published, and copies of the work dis- 
tributed to the leading Universities, Colleges and Libraries of India, Europe and 
America, provided always that all expenses of, or incidental to, the printing, 
publication and distribution of the Essay, translation or edition shall not exceed 
one-fourth of the total amount available for any one year.

The Shridhar Ramkrishna Bhandarkar Prize 

1. A Prize, to be designated “’UtE Shridhar Ramkrishna Bhandarkar 
Prize,” of the Wlue of Rs. 290 (two hundred and ninety) in cash shall be 
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awarded annually to the candidate who passes the M.A. Examination in Sanskrit 
with the highest number of marks in the papers comprising the Vyakarana Shastra 
or, failing a successful candidate in that Shastra. in the paper comprising the 
Vedanta of Shankara and Ramanuja. 

2. Tlie name of the candidate to whom the Prize is awarded shall be pub- 
lished 1X101 the list of successful candidates at the M.A. Examination. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

4. Any surplus which may accrue in connection with this endowment shall 
be utilised by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for 
furthering the object of the endowment. 

5. The Senate shall have the power, whenever it may think fit, to modify 
or alter the terms upon which the Prize may be awarded or otlienvisc to deal with 
the income of the Fund provided the object for which the Prize has been founded is 
kept in view and provided the name of “The Shridhar Ramkrishna Bhandarkar 
Prize” is always retained. 

The Bai Aimai Rustomjee Hormusjec Mody Prize and 
Rustomjee Hormusjec Mody Prize 

1. A Prize to be called ‘‘Tim Bai Aixiai Rustomjee Hormusjee Mody 
Prize ” consisting of books of the value of Rs. 152/- shall be awarded annually to 
the candidate who passes the M.A. examination with the highest persentage of 
marks from among the women candidates who offer six or eight papers in English. 
In the event of there being no such candidate the Prize, shall be airardcd to the 
candidate who passes the B.A. (Special) examination with the highest number of 
marks from among the w'omen candidates appearing for the examination with six 
papers in French. 

2. If, in any year, the Prize shall not be awarded for any reason the amount 
saved shall be capitalized and added to the principal fund. 

3. A Prize, to be called “ The Rustomjee Horxhjsjee Mody Prize,” of the 
value of Rs. 142 (half to be awarded in books and the remainder in cash or books at 
the option of the candidate) shall be awarded to the candidate who passes with the 
highest percentage of marks and takes First Class Honours at tlie B.A. Examination 
in the year in which the Duke of Edinburgh Fellowship is not available. In the 
year in which the Duke of Edinburgh Fellowship is awarded, this Prize shall be 
awarded to the candidate w'ho obtains the second highest percentage of marks 
and takes First Oass Honours at the B.A. Examination. 

4. If, in any year, the Prize shall not be awarded for any reason, the amount 
saved shall be capitalized and added to the principal fund. 

5. The names of the candidates to whom the abovementioned Prizes are 
awarded shall be published with the lists of successful candidates. 
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6. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent as contribution to the General Fund of the University.

The Bai Haraklibai Popatlal Ghelabhai Vallabh Vedanta Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The Bai Harakhbai Popatlal Ghelabhai 
Vallabh Vedanta Prize,” of the value of the net interest accruing to the endow- 
ment (subject to the five per cent deduction mentioned below) shall be awarded 
every year either in cash or in books at the winner’s option to the candidate 
who passes the M.A. examination and secures the highest number of marks in 
the optional paper on the ‘Philosophy of Vallabhacharya ’ in the Philosophy 
Group at the M.A. examinafion on condition that he secures not less than 50 per 
cent of marks in the said optional paper. Failing such a candidate, the prize 
shall be awarded to the candidate who stands highest in the Philosophy Group, 
among the successful candidates at the M.A. examination provided that he secures 
at least a Second Oass at the examination. If none of the candidates satisfies 
the above condition in any particular year, the prize shall not be awarded in that 
year. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the prize shall be awarded shall be 
published with the list of successful candidates at the M.A. Examination. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

4. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be added to the corpus of the Fund. 

The Kashinath Trimbak Tclang Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The Kashinath Trimbak Telang Prize” of the 
value of the net interest accruing to the endowment (subject to the five pei 
per cent deduction mentioned below) shall be awarded every year either in cash 
or in books at the winner’s option to the candidate who passes the M.A. 
examination of the University in the First or the Second Class with the highest 
number of marks on the grand total from among the candidates who appear for 
the examination in Branch VII (Ancient Indian Culture). In the event of such 
a candidate being found ineligible for the award for any reason, the Prize shall 
be awarded on the same conditions to the next best eligible candidate, provided, 
however, that the award shall not be made to any candidate who stands lower 
in rank than the third in order of merit in the branch. 


* When not awarded at the Ph.D. (English). 
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In the event of there being no qualified candidate for the award of the 
Prize at the M.A. examination, the Prize shall be awarded to the candidate 
who passes the B.A. (Special) examination in the First or the Second Class, 
with the highest number of marks on the aggregate from among the candidates 
offering six papers in Ancient Indian Culture. In the event of such a candi- 
date being found ineligible for the award for any reason, the Prize shall be 
awarded on the same conditions to the next best eligible candidate, provided, 
however, that the award shall not be made to any candidate who stands 
lower in rank than the third in order of merit in the subject. In the event 
of there being no qualified candidate for the award at the B.A. (Special 
examination, the Prize shall be awarded on the same conditions to the 
candidate who secures the highest number of marks from among all the successful 
candidates offering two papers in Ancient Indian Culture at the B.A. (Special) 
and the B.A. (General) examinations. In the event of such a candidate being 
found ineligible for the award for any reason, the Prize shall be awarded on the 
same conditions to the next best eligible candidate, provided, however, that the 
award shall not be made to any candidate who stands lower in rank than the third 
in order of merit in the subject. 

2. Tlie annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
5% to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

3. Any surplus which may arise in connection with the non-award of the 
Prize, from any cause whatsoever, shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such 
manner as they may deem best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of 
the endowment. 


The Kaikushru Framroze Taraporewala Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “ The Kahcushru Framroze Taraporewala Prize ” 
of the value of the net yearly interest accruing to the endowment (three per cent 
conversion Government papers of Rs. 21,000/-) subject to the deduction of 5% 
as hereinafter mentioned, (half to be awarded in books and half in cash) shall 
be awarded annually to the candidate who passes the examination for the degree 
of M.A. with the highest percentage of marks from among the candidates who 
offer six or eight papers in English, provided that the candidate obtains at least 
50 per cent marks in the papers as aforesaid. 

2. Whenever the prize is not awarded, the money will be reserved to be 
applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they think best fitted for furthering 
the objects of the endowment. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of 5 per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

4. The name of the candidate to whom the Prize is awarded shall be 
published with the list of successful candidates at the M.A. examination. 
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The Dr. Raghavendra Row Prize 

1. A prize to be called ‘ The Dr. Raghavendra Row Prize ’ of the value 
of the annual income of the endowment of Rs. 15,000/- (subject to a deduction 
of 5 per cent hereinafter mentioned) shall be awarded annually in cash to the 
candidate who passes the examination for the degree of M.A. with Sanskrit 
(Principal) and obtains the highest number of marks in the six papers in Sanskrit 

2. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

3. Any surplus which may arise in the event of the non-award of the 
Prize for any reason shall be added to the corpus of the endowment and used 
for increasing the value of the Prize. 

The Shri Jehangir Pestonji Wadia Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The SiiRi Jehangir Pestonji Wadia Prize” of 
the value of the net interest accruing to the endowment fund of Rs. 11,000/- 
subject to five per cent deduction mentioned below shall be awarded every year 
to the candidate who passes the M.A. Examination of this University with all 
the eight papers in Philosophy and the highest number of marks in the aggregate 
of the said papers among all the candidates offering the eight papers in 
Philosophy. 

2. The Prize shall be paid in cash. 

3. The name of the candidate to whom the Prize is awarded shall be 
published with the list of successful candidates. 

4. The annual income of the fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

5. Any surplus which arise in connection with this endowment from any 
cause whatsoever shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as they may 
deem best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

The Mahamahopadhyaya Dr. P. V. Kane Sanskrit Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The Mahamahopadhyaya Dr. P. V. Kane 
Sanskrit Prize ” of the value of the net income accruing to the credit of the 
endowment fund, subject to the 5 per cent deduction mentioned below, i.e. 
Rs. 285/- shall be awarded every year to the candidate who passes the M.A. 
examination at least in the second class from among the candidates offering 
Sanskrit as the Principal subject with Dharma Shastra as the special subject and 
secures tlie highest number of marks but m no case less than 50 per cent of the 
aggregate marks obtainable in Dharma Shastra ; and, if for any reason, the said 
candidate is ineligible for the award, the Prize shall be awarded to the ne.\t best 
eligible candidate who satisfies the requirements laid down in this regulation. 
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2. In the event of there being no candidate offering Dharma Shastra in any 
particular year, the Prize shall be awarded on the same conditions as mentioned 
in regulation 1 above to the candidate who passes the examination with Mimamsa 
Shastra as the special subject. 

3. Whenever the Pnze is not awarded for three years, for any cause what- 
soever, the accumulated income accruing to the endowment fund for the three 
years, shall be applied in the manner stated hereinafter. 

(a) The Syndicate shall invite a competent Sanskrit Scholar to deliver 
three lectures on any important subject in Dharma Shastra, Purva 
Mimamsa or Vedic Literature. 

(h) The Lecturer shall be paid an honorarium of Rs. 500/- for the 
lectures. 

(c) A typed manuscript of the lectures shall be delivered to the Uni- 
versity. 

(d) Subject to the availability of funds out of the income of the 
endowment, the lectures shall be published in the University 
Journal, if any, or they may be printed independently by the Uni- 
versity and reprints taken thereof. 250 copies or more of the 
lectures off-prints or tlie publication, as the case may be, shall be 
printed. One copy of the lectures shall be sent to each of the 
statutory Universities in India and other well established research 
institutions in India or abroad selected by the Syndicate which 
specialize in the study of Sanskrit. 

(e) The Lecturer shall be given 50 copies of the printed lectures and 
the rest of the copies shall be kept by the University. 

(/) The copy-right in the said series of lectures shall vest in the Uni- 
versity. 

(g) The lectures shall be delivered in English or such other language 
as the Syndicate may decide. 

4. The annual income of die endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
5 per cent, to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

5. Any surplus which may accrue in connection with the endowment 
from any cause whatsoever, shall be added to the Corpus. 

The Dr. Raja Baldcodasji Birla Prize 

1. A Prize to be called “The Dr. Raja Baldeodasji Birla Prize" of the 
value of the interest accruing to the endowment fund of Rs. 10.000/- (subject 
to five per cent deduction mentioned below) shall be awarded every year to 
the candidate who passes the M.A. examination of this University with all tiie 
eight papers in Philosophy in the first class, with ‘ History of Indian Philosophy ’ 
as one of the ei^t papers and obtains the highest number of marks in the 
aggregate among the candidates offering the said eight papers in Philosophy. 
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2. The Prize shall be paid in cash. 

3. The annual income of the fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

4. Any surplus which may arise in connection with this endowment 
from any cause whatsoever shall be utilized by the Syndicate in such manner as 
they may deem best fitted for furthering the object of the endowment. 

IV MEDALS 
The Chancellor’s Medal 

1. A Gold Medal, to be called “The Chancellor's Medal,” will be 
awarded annually in connection with the Examination for the Degree of Master 
of Arts. 

2. The Syndicate mil determine and notify each year in March, the rotation 
in which the Medal shall be assigned in connection wth each branch of study 
prescribed for the M.A. Examination. 

3. The Medal shall be awarded to the candidate who passes the examina- 
tion in the First Class, and obtains the highest number of marks in the branch 
of study notified for that year. 

4. Provided that if no candidate qualifies for the Medal in the specified 
subject of the year, the Syndicate shall be authorized to award it to the candidate 
who, on a review of the Examination in the various subjects, passes in the First 
Qass with the highest number of marks. 

5. The name of the candidate to whom the Medal is awarded, will be 
published \rith the list of successful candidates. 

6. Tlie Medal will be presented at the Convocation for conferring degrees. 

The Kashinath Trimbak Telang Gold Medal and Prize 

1. A Gold Medal, to be called the ‘Kashinath Trimbak Telang Gold 
Medal’ shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate at the M.A. Examination in 
the manner as set out herein : 

The Medal shall be assigned every eve/r year to one of the subjects in 
Branch 11, viz.. History, Economics, Sociology and Politics and in every odd year 
to one of the Branches III or IV. The assignment to the subject of Branch II in 
eve/r years and to Branches III and IV in odd years, shall be in the following 
order of rotation : — 

Even year — ^Branch II 

(1) History, 

(2) Economics, 
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(3) Sociology and 

(4) Politics 

Odd year — (1) Philosophy and 
(2) Psychology. 

In the case of the subjects in Branch II, candidates who offer four papers 
as well as those who offer all the eight papers in the subject of the Branch shall 
be eligible to compete for the award which shall be made to the candidate who 
from among such candidates, passes the examination in the First or the Second 
class with the highest percentage of marks in the four or the eight papers, as 
the case may be, offered by him. 

If in any year in which the Medal is assigned to a subject in Branch II, the 
Medal cannot be awarded for any reason whatsoever, in the subject to which it 
is assigned for the year, the award shall be made to the candidate who passes 
the M.A. Examination m the First or the Second Class with the highest per- 
centage of marks in the four or the eight papers, as the case may be, from 
among the candidates offering the different subjects of Branch II. Provided 
further that, if the award cannot be made as aforesaid the award shall be made 
to the candidate who passes the examination in the First or the Second Class 
with the highest number of marks from among the candidates offering Philosophy 
— ^Branch III and Psychology — Branch IV. 

If in any year in which the medal is assigned to Branch III — Philosophy or 
Branch IV — ^Psychology, the medal cannot be awarded for any reason, whatso- 
ever, in the Branch concerned, the award shall be made to the candidate who 
passes the examination with the highest number of marks in the First or the 
Second Qass in the other Branch for the odd year. If the award for any reason 
cannot be made in that branch also, the award shall be made to the candidate 
who from among the candidates who offer subjects under Branch II (four or eight 
papers) passes the examination with the highest percentage of marks in the First 
or the Second Class. 

2. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

3. A Prize consisting of books of the value of the surplus left over out of 
the annual income of the Fund, after defraying the cost of the Medal, shall also 
be awarded to the Medallist. 

4. Any surplus which may arise from the Medal not being awarded durint^ 
any year shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think 
best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment.

The N. C. Kelkar Gold' Medal 

1. A gold medal of the approximate value of Rs. 284, being the interest 
on the securities belonging to the endowment (after deducting 5% as hereinafter 
mentioned) shall be awarded eveiy year to the candidate who passes the M.A. 
Examination of the University with the highest number of marks in Marathi as 
the Principal subject. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the medal shall be awarded shall 
be published with the list of successful candidates at the M.A. Examination. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of 5% to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

4. If the University discontinues to hold the Examination in Marathi for 
the M.A. degree, or if there should be no candidate for the Examination for a 
continuous period of three years, the income from the endowment shall be applied 
by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering 
the object of the endowment.

1. A Gold Medal, to be called “The H. R. Batheja Gold Medal.’ of the 
value of the annual income of the endowment (three per cent conversion loan of 
Rs. 10,000--) subject to the five per cent deduction hereinafter mentioned shall 
be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the exam- 
ination for the degree of M.A. with entire Economics from among the candidates 
who offer ‘ Industrial Economics ’ as one of the subjects under Economics 
Group (ii) and secures the highest number of marks in the said subject, Wz. 

‘ Industrial Economics ’. 

2. The name of the candidate to whom the Medal is awarded shall be 
published tvith the list of successful candidates at the examination. 

3. If for any reason, in any year, the award cannot be made, the amount 
so saved shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they shall think 
best fitted for furthering the object and the purposes of the endowment. 

4. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

Dip.Ed. EXAMINATION 
PRIZE 

The Mrs, Soonabai Dadabhoy Master Prize 

1. A Prize, to be called the “Mrs. Soonabai Dadabhoy Master Prize,” 
consisting of Rs. 142/- in cash shall be awarded annually to the candidate who 
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passes the examination for the Diploma in Education of the University with the 
highest number of marks in Tlieory (Part I) and grade A or B in Part 11 of the 
examination. 

2. The name of the prize winner shall be published with the list of candidates 
who pass the examination for tlic Diploma in Education. 

3. If in any year the prize is not awarded, it shall be in the discretion of the 
Syndicate to apply the income in such manner as they think best fitted for further- 
ing the object and purposes of the endowment. 

4. The annual income of the fund shall be subject to a deduction of five per 
cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

B.Ed. EXAMINATION 
SCHOLARSHIP 

The Mrs. Soonabai Dadabhoy Master Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship to be called the “ Mrs. Soonaum Dadabhoy Master 
Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 427/- and tenable for one year, shall be 
awarded every year by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the B.Ed. 
examination of the University in the First or Second Class and who secures the 
highest number of marks in Theory (Part I) and Grade A or B in Pan II of the 
examination, on condition that he continues his studies for the Master’s degree 
in Education of the University of Bombaji 

2. The candidate to whom the scholarship is awarded shall satisfy the Syndi- 
cate, within four weeks of the date of the award, that he is prosecuting his studies 
for the M.Ed. degree by registering himself as a post-graduate student and obtain- 
ing a certificate from the Head of the institution where he is prosecuting such 
studies. 

3. The stipends of the scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of the institution or college he 
has joined, who shall certify over his signature that the scholar is in regular 
attendance, that his conduct is good and his progress is satisfactory. 

4. Should the scholar fail to prosecute his studies, or he be reported upon 
unfavourably by the Head of the institution concerned, it shall be in the discretion 
of the Syndicate to demand a refund of the stipends already paid. 

5. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of the scholarship durin<’ 
any year or part of a year may be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment 

6. The annual income of the fund shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 
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D.L.W. EXMCNATION 
PRIZE 

Tlie Anandrao Kulkarni Prize 

1. A Pi-ize to be called ‘The Anandrao Kulkarni Prize’ of the value 
of the annual income of the endowment of Rs. 10,000/- (subject to the five per 
cent deduction mentioned below) shall be awarded every year to the candidate 
who passes the examination for the Diploma in Labour Welfare and obtains 
the highest number of marks among the candidates who pass the examination 
with distinction. 

2. The Prize shall be paid in cash. 

3. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction 
of five per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

4. If, in any year, the Prize is not awarded for any reason, the Syndicate 
shall devote the amount so saved to the provision of post-graduate lecture's 
to be delivered at such place and time as the Syndicate may appoint, on one 
or other of the subjects pertaining to the Diploma in Labour Welfare. 

5. The selection of the Lecturer shall be made by the Syndicate on the 
recommendation of a committee duly constituted for this purpose with which 
the Head of the Bombay Labour Institute shall be associated. 

6. The lecturer shall be paid an honorarium as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

FIRST YEAR COMMERCE (Group C) EXAMINATION 
SCHOLARSHIP 

The Bai Shirinbai Endowment Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Bai Shirinbai Endowment Schoolar- 
SHIP, of the value of the annual income of the endowment of Rs. 10 , 000 /- being 
the 60 per cent of the net income of the Piroja Sorabji Dadysett Trust Fund 
received from the Official Trustee, Maharashtra State (subject to a five per 
cent deduction mentioned below) and tenable for a year, shall be awarded 
every year by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the First "Vear Com- 
merce Examination of the University and obtains the highest number of marks 
on the aggregate at the examination on condition that he prosecutes his studies 
for the B.Com. degree of this University. 

2. The candidate to whom the scholarship is awarded must satisfy 
the Syndicate within six months from the declaration of the award that he 
has joined a constituent Commerce college and is prosecuting his studies for 
the B.Com. degree. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly in arrears 
on a bill to be drawn by the Principal of the college who shall certify under his 
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signature on such bill, that the scholar is in regvilar attendance at the college, 
that his conduct is good, and that his progress in University studies is satis- 
factory. 

4. Should the Scholar discontinue his studies or be unfavourably reported 
on by the Principal of his college, it shall be in the discretion of the Symdicate 
to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare the Scholarship forfeited. 

5. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent to be contnbuted to the General Fund of the University. 

6. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancj' of the Scholarship 
during any year or part of a year, shall be applied by the Syndicate in such 
manner as they shall think best fitted for furthering the object and purposes 
of the endowment. 

INTERMEDIATE COMMERCE EXAMINATION 
I SCHOLARSHIPS 

The Mangaldas Harivallabhdas Commerce Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship to be designated “The Mangaldas Harivallabhdas 
Commerce Scholarship,” of the value of one half of the annual income of the part 
of the Endowment remaining with the University after the transfer of the part in 
respect of the Matriculation examination to the Secondary School Certificate 
Examination Board in accordance with Section 66 (1) of the Bombay University 
Act, 1953, not exceeding Rs. 15 (fifteen)* per mensem subject to the five per cent 
deduction mentioned below), and tenable, for two years, at a constituent College of 
Commerce of the University of Bombay, shall be awarded annually by tlie 
Syndicate to the candidate who has passed the Intermediate Examination in 
Commerce wth the highest number of marks from among the Hindu candidates. 

2. The Scholarship shall be awarded to the next best eligible candidate if 
the qualified candidate holds either of the Sir James Begbie Scholarships or the 
Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola Commerce Scholarship. 

3. The candidate to whom the Scholarship is awarded must satisfy the 
Syndicate within one month from the date of award that he has joined a constituent 
College of Commerce of the University of Bombay with a view to prosecuting 
his studies for the degree of Bachelor of Commerce. 

4. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Uni- 
versity Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such College who shall 
certify over his signature thereon that the Scholar is in regular attendance at the 
College, that his conduct is good, and that his progress in study is satisfactory. 

5. Should the Scholar fail to fulfil the requirements of Regulation No. 3 or 

Regulation No. 4 his Scholarship shall be forfeited. 

* The present value of the Scholarship is Rs. 13/- per month. 
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6. The Scholarship so forfeited shall, for the rest of the period of its tenure, 
be awarded to the next best Hindu candidate eligible for it according to tlie 
provisions relating thereto. 

7. The annual income of the Endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent, payable to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Save as provided for in Regulation No. 6, any accumulation or surplus of 
the income of the endowment, when the same amounts to Rs. 50 or upwards, shall 
be disposed of by the Syndicate in giving a prize or prizes of Rs. 50 each to the 
Hindu candidate or candidates passing the Final Examination for the degree of 
Bachelor of Commerce with the highest number of marks. 

The Sir James Begbie Scholarships 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Sir James Begbie Scholarship in 
Commerce,” of the value of half the annual income of the Fund, viz., Rs. 280 
(two hundred and eighty) per annum (subject to the five per cent deduction to 
be mentioned below) and tenable for two years, shall be awarded biennially * to 
the student of any constituent College of Commerce of this University who is a 
Native of India and who, having obtained the highest number of marks at the 
Intermediate Examination in Commerce of the Academic year when the award 
of this Scholarship commences, continues his studies at a College for the Exami- 
nation for the Degree of Bachelor of Commerce, and who is not or shall not be 
the recipient of any other Scholarship in Commerce from among the endowments 
of this University at any time during the period of tenure by him of this Scholar- 
ship. In the event of such student being or becoming the recipient of any other 
Scholarship or resigning his claim to this Scholarship, it shall be awarded to the 
student who is next in rank at the Intermediate Examination in Commerce as 
to the aggregate number of marks and who is not or shall not be the recipient of 
any other Scholarship from this University during his tenure of this Scholarship. 

In the event of his being such recipient, it shall be competent for the Syndicate 
to award the Scholarship to such student of a constituent College of Commerce 
studying for the Examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Commerce as the 
Syndicate deem fit. 

2. A Scholarship, to be called “The Sir James Begbie Scholarship in 
Banking,” of the value of half the annual income of the Fund, viz., Rs. 280 
(two hundred and eighty) per annum (subject to the five per cent deduction 
to be mentioned below) and tenable for two years, shall be awarded bienniallyf 
to a student of a constituent College of Commerce of this University who is a 
Native of India and who, having passed the Intermediate Examination in Com- 
merce with the hichest number of marks, continues his studies at a College 
of Commerce for the Examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Commerce, 
selecting Banking, as his special subject for the Examination and who, during 
the period of his tenure of this Scholarship in Banking is not^ thc^ recipient 
of any other Scholarship from among the endowments of this University or has

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resigned his claim to such Scholarship. Ijf such student is, at the time the 
award commerces, and shall be. during the period of tenure of this Scholarship, 
the recipient of any other Scholarship from among the endowments of this 
University the award shall be made in accordance with the directions prescribed 
above for a similar contingency in the case of the Sir James Bcgbic Scholarship 
in Commerce, 

3. Candidates for the Sir James Begbic Scholarship in Banking must 
forward their applications for it under the prescribed form with their application 
for permission to appear at the Intermediate Commerce Examination. 

4. In the event of there being no applicant for the Sir James Begbic 
Scholarship in Banking, the Scholarship shall be awarded as a “ Scholarship in 
Commerce ” irrespective of the special subject selected by the student. 

5. The rotation of the award of these two Scholarships shall be as follows ; — 

For the first year the Sir James Begbie Scholarship in Commerce shall be 
awarded. The year following the Sir James Begbie Scholarship in Banking shall 
be awarded and the annual award shall thereafter be in the same said order, so 
that each year not more than one of the two Scholarships herein provided for, 
shall be awarded. 

6. The candidate to whom cither of these Scholarships is awarded must 
satisfy the Syndicate within two weeks of the commencement of the First Term 
in Commerce immediately following the award that he is prosecuting his studies 
in accordance with the conditions prescribed hereby. 

7. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of the College of commerce 
which the Scholar joins and such Head shall certify over his signature thereon 
that the Scholar is in regular attendance at the College, that his conduct is 
good and that his progress in his studies at the College is satisfactory. Should 
the Scholar discontinue his studies at the College or be unfavourably reported 
on by the Head of the College, it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate to 
stop payment of the stipend or to declare the Scholarship forfeited. 

8. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deducation of five 
per cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

9. Any surplus which may arise from the vacancy of either of the scholar- 
ships during any portion of the period of their tenure from any cause what- 
soever shall be utilized for the purpose of creating an extra Scholarship to be 
awarded under such terms as the Syndicate may deem fit. 

The Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola Scholarship in Commerce 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Sir Ibrahim Rahimtoola Scholarship 

IN Commerce,” of the value of Rs. 324 (three hundred and twenty-four) per annum. 
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and tenable for two years, shall be awarded every-alternate * year by the Syndicate 
to the candidate who passes the Intermediate Examination in Commerce wth the 
highest total of marks on condition that he continues his studies for the Degree of 
Bachelor of Commerce during the tenure of the Scholarship at a constituent 
College of Commerce of this University. 

2. In the event of the candidate qualified under the preceding regulation 
being or becoming the recipient of any other scholarship in Commerce from amonc 
the endowments of the University or not resigning his claim to such scholarship^ 
this scholarship shall be awarded to the next best qualified candidate provided 
that he is not the recipient of any other University scholarship in Commerce. 

3. The candidate to whom the scholarship is awarded must satisfy the 
Syndicate within three weeks of the commencement of the first term in Commerce 
following the award that he has joined a constituent College of Commerce of the 
University of Bombay with a view to prosecuting his studies for the Degree of 
Bachelor of Commerce. 

4. The stipends of the scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on bills to be drawn by the Head of such College who shall certify 
over his signature thereon that the scholar is in regular attendance at the College, 
that his conduct is good, and that his progress in study is satisfactory. 

5. Should the scholar discontinue his studies for the Degree of Bachelor of 
Commerce or be unfavourably reported on by the Head of his College, the Syndicate 
shall declare the scholarship to be forfeited. 

6. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of 
five per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

7. Any surplus which may accrue in connection with this endowment from 
any cause whatsoever shall be allowed to accumulate imtil it amounts to Rs. 1,000 
when it shall be added to the corpus and used for increasing the stipends of the 
scholarship. 

The Late Pratapsingh Ranchhoddas Jethabhai Memorial 
(Commerce) Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Late Pratapsingh Ranchhoddas 
Jethabhai Memorial (Commerce) Scholarship" of the value of the annual 
income of the endowment (subject to the five per cent deduction as mentioned below) 
and tenable for one year only at a constituent College of Commerce of the Univer- 
sity of Bombay shall be awarded annually to the candidate who secures the highest 
number of marks on the grand total at the Intermediate Examination in Commerce 
and proceeds to the B.Com. course with Accounting and Auditing as his optional 
subject. 

2. If such a candidate gets any other scholarship, it shall be awarded to the 
next best eligible candidate who satisfies the above requirements.

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3. The candidate to whom the scholarship is awarded, shall satisfy the Syndi- 
cate within one month from the date of the award, that he has joined a constituent 
College of Commerce of the Univenity of Bombay with a view to prosecuting liis 
studies for the Degree of Bachelor of Commerce with Accounting and Auditing as 
his special subject. 

4. The stipends of the scholarship shall be payable half-yearly by the Univer- 
sity Registrar on bills to be drawm by tlie Head of such college who shall certify 
over his signature thereon that the scholar is in regular attendance at the college 
and that his conduct is good and that his progress of study is satisfactory. 

5. Should the scholar fail to fulfil the requirements of regulations 3 and 4 his 
scholarship shall be forfeited. 

6. A Scholarship so forfeited shall, for the rest of the period of its tenure, be 
awarded to the next best candidate eligible for it according to the provisions 
relating thereto. 

7. The annual income of the endowment shall be subject to a deduction of five 
per cent payable to the General Fund of the University. 

8. Any surplus which may accrue in connection with the endowment from 
any cause whatsoever, shall be allowed to accumulate until it amounts to Rs. 1,000/- 
when it shall be added to the corpus and used for increasing the stipends of the 
scholarship. 


The Naraindas Khanchand Mirchandani Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Khanchand Jechandrai Mirchandani 
Scholarship ” of the value of the net yearly interest realized on the securities of 
Rs. 10,000 donated by Mr. T. K. Mirchandani for the purpose, subject to the 
deduction of 5% mentioned hereinafter, in cash or in books, at the option of

INTERMEDIATE SCIENCE EXAMINATION 
I SCHOLARSHIPS 
The Mclvill Memorial Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “ The Melvill Memorial Scholarship,” of 
the value of Rs. 17 (seventeen) tenable for two years, shall be awarded biennially 
or whenever vacant in the manner laid down in Regulation No 2 below. 

2. The Scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who passes the Inter- 
mediate Science Examination of the University of Baroda or the University of 
Gujarat with the highest percentage of marks from any of the colleges or insti- 
tutions situate in the territories which formerly formed part of the territory of 
His Highness the Gaekwad of Baroda and who joins any of the recognized 
colleges or institutions affiliated to the University of Bombay with a view to pre- 
paring himself for the examination for the degree of B.Sc. of this University. 
Failing such a candidate the scholarship shall be awarded to the candidate who 
passes the Intermediate Arts Examination of the University of Baroda or the 
University of Gujarat with the highest percentage of marks from any of the 
colleges or institutions situate in the territories which formerly formed part of 
territory of His Highness the Gaekwad of Baroda and who joins any of the 
recognized colleges or institutions aflSliated to the University of Bombay with a 
view to preparing himself for the examination for the degree of B A of this 
University.

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3. The candidate elected must satisfy the Registrar within six weeks from 
the date of election that he has joined a college or institution affiliated to the 
University of Bombay.

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Bai Shirinbai Ratansha Parakh 
Scholarship,” of the value of Rs. 18/- (eighteen) per month and tenable for four 
years, shall be awarded every four yearn, or whenever vacant, to the candidate 
who passes the Intermediate Science Examination and obtains the highest number 
of marks in the three science subjects of the examination viz.

4. If, when the Scholarship falls vacant, there be no qualified candidate at 
the Intermediate Science Examination, the Scholarship shall be awarded to the 
previous scholar if she has not passed the final examination for the Medical 
Degree, to be enjoyed by her until she passes that examination ; if in the mean- 
while another suitable candidate presents herself at the Intermediate Science 
Examination, with Physics, Chemistry and Biology as three of her subjects, in 
which case she will be deprived of the Scholarship, it being awarded to the new 
candidate, this indulgence to be subject to the Principal of the College or Insti- 
tution at which the Scholar may be studying certifying that the Scholar’s conduct 
and progress in University studies are satsfactory. 
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5. The Scholarship, when vacant, shall be announced for compctilion soon 
after the results of the Intermediate Science Examination arc declared. Failing 
a suitable candidate who has passed in the year in which the announcement is 
made, candidates who have passed the examination in any previous year subse- 
quent to the last award shall be eligible for the Scholarship. Applications should 
be sent to the Registrar under the prescribed form. 

6. Tlie candidate elected must satisfy the Registrar within two months from 
the date of election that she has duly joined a constituent College or Institution 
in the Faculty of Medicine

1. A Scholarship, to be called “ The Pestanh Hormasji Casu Scholarship ” 
of the annual value of Rs. 210/- (two hundred and ten) and tenable for five j'ears, 
shall be awarded every year to the Farsi female candidate who passes the Inter- 
mediate Science Examination xvith the highest number of marks in the three science 
subjects of the examination viz..

6. The stipend of tlie Scholarship shall be payable half-yearly on a bill drawn 
by the Head of the College or Institution at which the scholar may be studying, 
who shall certify under his signature on such bill that the scholar is in regular 
attendance at the College or Institution, that her conduct is good, and that her 
progress in University studies is satisfactory. 

7. Should the scholar discontinue her University studies, or be unfavourably 
reported on by the Head of the College or Institution, the Syndicate shall declare 
the Scholarship to be forfeited. 

8. Any surplus which may arise from the Scholarship not being awarded 
during any year, or lapsing through forfeiture or otherwise, shall be added to the 
principal.

ded annually by the Syndicate to the candiate who passes the Intermediate Science 
Examination held at tlie end of the academic year with the highest number 
of marks in the three science subjects of the examination viz. Physics, Chemistry 
and Biology from among the female candidates. 

2. The candidate, who is awarded the Scholarship, must satisfy the Registrar, 
\vithin six weeks from the date of her election, that she has joined a constituent 
College or Institution of the University of Bombay in the Faculty of Medicine. 

3. The stipend of the Scholarship shall, subject to a deduction of five per cent 
to be contributed to the General Fund of the University, be payable half yearly by 
the University Registrar on a bill to be drawn by the Head of such Cbllege, who shall 
certify under his signature on such bill that the Scholar is in regular attendance at 
the College, that her conduct is good, and that her progress in University studies is 
satisfactory. 

4. Should the Scholar discontinue her University studies or be unfavourably 
reported on by' the Head of the College, it shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate 
to stop payment of the stipend, or to declare tlie Scholarship forfeited. 
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5. Any suq)lus which may arise from the vacancy of the Scholarship during 
any year or part of a year shall be applied by the Syndicate in such manner as they 
shall thinV best fitted for furthering the object and purposes of the endowment. 

The Mrs. Satyavati Lalubhai Samaldas Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “The Mrs. Sktyavati Laluhhai Samaldas 
Scholarship,” of the annual value of about Rs. 160/- (one hundred and sixty) or the 
interest of the fund invested, shall be awarded every year by the Syndicate to the 
candidate who passes the Intermediate Science Examination held at the end of 
the academic year with the highest number of marks in the three science subjects 
of the examination viz. Physics, Chemistry and Biology, from among the Hindu 
female candidates, provided she holds no other University Scholarship of the same 
or higher value. If she holds such other Scholarship, this Scholarship shall be awar- 
ded on the same conditions to the next best Hindu female candidate. In the_ event 
of no Hindu candidate being qualified under this regulation the Scholarship will 
be awarded to any other female candidate who fulfils the requirements of this 
Regulation. 

2. The Scholarship shall be tenable for one year. 

3. The candidate, who is awarded the Scholarship, must satisfy the Syndicate, 
within six weeks from the date of her election, that she has joined a constituent 
Medical College of the University. 

4. The stipend of the Scholarship shall, subject to a deduction of five per cent 
to be contributed to the General Fund ‘of the University, be payable half-yearly by

The Sir Dinshaw Manockjee Petit (First Baronet) Science 

Scholarship 

1. A Scholarship, to be called “ The Sir Dinshaw Manockjee Petit (First 
Baronet) Science Scholarship,” of the value of half the annual income of the 
Fund, viz., Rs, 225 (two hundred and twenty-five) per annum (subject to the five 
per cent deduction to be mentioned below), and tenable for two years shall be 
awarded every year by the Syndicate to the candidate who passes the Intermediate 
Examination in Science in the First Class, with the highest number of marks, and 
is recommended for the Scholarship by the Examiners, on condition that he con- 
tinues his studies in Science for the Examination for the Degree of B.Sc, during 
his tenure of the Scholarship, at one of the constituent Colleges or Institutions 
of the University of Bombay.

Rs. 170/- (one hundred 
and seventy) per annum (subject to the five per cent deduction mentioned below), 
and tenable for one year, shall be awarded annually by the Syndicate to the 
candidate who passes the Intermediate Science Examination with the highest 
number of marks in the three science subjects of the examination viz-.

in Mathematics and Statisbes in the first class or second class secures the second 
highest percentage of marks in Matliematics or Statistics as the case may be and 
failing such a candidate to the candidate who from among the candidates who 
pass the B.A General e.xamination with Mathematics or Statistics as one of 
their subjects in the first class or second class secures the second highest percent- 
age of marks in Mathematics or Statistics; Mathematics and Statistics being 
deemed to be science subjects for the purpose. 

9. The annual income of the Fund shall be subject to a deduction of live per 
cent to be contributed to the General Fund of the University. 

10. Any surplus whicb may arise from ihe vacancy of ihese Scliolarsbips 
during any year or part of the year shall be applied by the Syndicate in such 
manner as in its opinion is best fitted to further the object and purposes of the 
endowment. 


The Sardar Bhimrao Ramrao Akbarnawis Scholarships 

1. A Scholarship to be designed, “Tht Sardar Bhimrao Ramrao Akbar- 
NAWis SaENCE Scholarship.’’ of the value of Rs. 40 (forty) per mensem and ten- 
able for two years, shall be awarded every alternate* year to a Brahmin 
candidate belonging to the District of Belgaum or Dharwar or to a place within 
the territories which comprised the former States of Kolhapur and Sangli 
before their merger with the province of Bombay, who shall pass the B Sc 
Examination of the University with the highest total of marks, in the Principal 
subject only, provided that the candidate has passed the whole examination 
at the time and, provided that he does not hold at the same time either the 
Pragji Thackersey Moolji Science Scholarship or the Sir James Fergusson 
Scholarship, in which case this Scholarship shall be awarded to the next best 
candidate eligible. 

2. Gandidates for the Scholarship must fonvard their applications for it 
with their applications for admission to the B.Sc. Examination of the year in w’hich 
the Scholarship may happen to be awarded. 

3. The conditions of tenure are (a) that the Scholar so selected must 
prosecute his studies in Science for the M.Sc. Examination at any of the constituent 
Colleges or constituent recognised Institutions and (h) that he shall submit half- 
yearly reports, duly attested by tlie Principal of his College, on the original work 
done by him during the session. 

4. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable every quarter in advance 


The Scholarship is awarded every odd year. 
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5. A second Scholarship, to be styled “The Sardar Bhimrao Ramrao 
Akbarnawis Rcsuarch Scholarsiup,” of the value of Rs. 2,400 (twenty-four 
hundred) per annum and tenable for three years, shall be awarded once every 
three years for research studies to the best Brahmin candidate belonging to 
the District of Belgaum or Dharwar or to a place within the territories 
which comprised the former Stales of Kolhapur and Sangli before their 
merger with the Province of Bombay, who has passed the M.A. Examination 
in Mathematics or the M.Sc., M.E., M.Ag., M.Sc. (Agri.) M.D. M.S., B.Sc. (Tech.), 
M.Sc. (Tech.) or Ph.D. (Mathematics, Science, Technology or Medicine) Exami- 
nations, provided that in the opinion of the Syndicate such candidate is likely 
to be benefited by holding the Scholarship. 

6. The conditions of tenure are ; —{a) that the Scholar so selected shall pro- 
duce the necessary medical certificate, from a Civil Surgeon, of physical fitness to 
undergo the course of life and study which he proposes to follow, and a statement 
as to his private resources wherewith to supplement the stipend of the Scholarship ; 
(fi) that he must be prepared to proceed to Europe or America to prosecute his 
studies at an Institution or under any individual authority duly approved by the 
Syndicate, and to report himself to the authorities selected, in time for the com- 
mencement of the first session of tlie Institution he intends to join, or before the 
date on which he has arranged to begin his research studies if they are to be under 
the supervision and guidance of any individual authority ; (c) that he shall reside 
in the country for tlie purposes of such research work for a period of three years 
and shall submit a report (as in the Sir Mangaldas Nathubhai Scholarships) regu- 
larly twice a year to the Syndicate, fully indicating the manner in which his work 
is being carried out and the progress made. 

7. The stipend of the Scholarship shall be payable every six months in ad- 
vance from the date of the Scholar leaving India. 


8. It shall be in the discretion of the Syndicate to stop payment of the 
stipends or to declare either of the above Scholarships to be forfeited if the Scholar 
either discontinues his studies, is unfavourably reported on by the authority 
under whom he is placed, or has violated any of the regulations or instructions of 
the Syndicate. 

9. Failing a Brahmin candidate under the preceding condiQons, neither of the 
Scholarships shall be awarded for the year and the surplus shall be added to the 
principal to increase the value of the Research Scholarship. 

10 The Senate shall have the power, whenever it may be deemed necessary, 
to modify or aUer the terms on which the scholarships may be awarded, or to 
otherwise^eal with the income of the fund,_ provided the object for which the 
scholarships have been founded is kept in view.

CHAPTER n 
LECTURESHIPS 

Tlie Wilson Philological Lectureship 

1. The Lectureship shall be called “The Wilson Philological Lecture- 
ship," in connection with which, in consecutive years, a short series of lectures 
shall be delivered by a competent European or Native Scholar, annually selected 
for the purpose, on one of the following classes of languages and the literature 
in which they are embodied : — 

I. Sanskrit and Prakrit languages derived from it 

n. Hebrew and the other Semitic languages 

III. Latin and Greek. 

IV. English viewed in connection with Anglo-Saxon and its other 
sources. 

2. The Syndicate shall annually invite some eminent European or Indian 
Scholar to deliver a course of lectures on one or other of the subjects above 
specified ; or, if in any particular year it is found impossible to obtain a lecturer 
specially suited for such a course, the Syndicate may devote the annual interest 
to the provision of postgraduate lectures, to be delivered at such place and time 
as the Syndicate may appoint, in one or other of these languages as included in 
' the course for the M.A. Degree. 

*The prize is available at the S S C Examination in the event of there being no

The Kashinath Trimbak Telang Lectureship in Law and Politics
